OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA 

REGULAR  MEETINGS,  MONDAY,  SEPTEMBER  8, 1986 

The  City -County  Council  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana  and  the  Indiana- 
polis Police  Special  Service  District  Council,  Indianapolis  Fire  Special  Service 
District  Council  and  Indianapolis  Solid  Waste  Collection  Special  Service  District 
Council  convened  in  regular  concurrent  sessions  in  the  Council  Chamber  of  the 
City-County  Building  at  6:30  p.m.,  on  Monday,  September  8,  1986,  with  Coun- 
cillor SerVaas  presiding. 

Reverend  John  Beatty  lead  the  opening  prayer  and  invited  all  present  to  join 
him  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag. 

ROLL  CALL 

Councillor  SerVaas  requested  the  members  to  indicate  their  presence.  The  Clerk 
took  the  roll  call  of  the  Council,  which  was  as  follows:

President  SerVaas  announced  that  a  quorum  of  twenty-nine  members  was  present. 

OFFICIAL  COMMUNICATIONS 

Councillor  Coughenour  introduced  Mr.  Harry  Christie,  Mapping  Project  Manager 
for  the  Municipality  of  Burnaby,  British  Columbia,  Canada.  Councillor 
Coughenour  explained  that  local  government  in  Indianapolis  is  contemplating 
developing  a  computer  geo-based  mapping  system  and  that  Mr.  Christie  was  attend- 
ing the  Council  meeting  to  provide  information  on  a  similar  system  in  Burnaby. 

Mr.  Christie  stated  that  he  was  was  appointed  in  1977  to  manage  Burnaby's  com- 
puter mapping  installation.     Three  local  utility  companies  were  involved  in  the 
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project  to  remap  the  thirty-eight  square  miles  that  comprise  Burnaby.    The  gross 
cost  of  Burnaby's  system  was  $1.5  million  or  $17.69  per  parcel. 

Mr.  Christie  stressed  throughout  his  presentation  that  efficiency  in  local  govern- 
ment is  important  and  that  computer  mapping  systems  increase  efficiency.  The 
mapping  systems  also  provide  information  management  on  topics  such  as  zoning, 
demographics,  infrastructure,  etc. 

Mr.  Christie  emphasized  that  mapping  systems  can  be  valuable  for  public  safety 
agencies  for  routing  purposes  by  directing  public  safety  vehicles  to  the  site  of  an 
emergency. 

Councillor  Curry  inquired  about  compatibility  of  electronic  systems  when  imple- 
menting computer  mapping  systems  and  the  cost/recovery  factor. 

Mr.  Christie  responded  that  one  key  factor  to  avoiding  compatibility  problems 
is  to  focus  on  growth  patterns  of  the  mapping  system.  With  regard  to  the 
cost/recovery  factor,  Mr.  Christie  stated  that  it  has  taken  Burnaby  eight  years  to 
"break  even". 

Mr.  Christie  sited  another  problem  to  be  addressed  during  implementation  of  a 
computer  mapping  system  as  that  of  inaccuracies  of  legal  descriptions. 

Councillor  Borst  asked  if  Barnaby  had  an  91 1  emergency  system. 

Mr.  Christie  explained  that  the  City  of  Barnaby  does  not  currently  have  a  911 
emergency  system;  however,  the  system  could  be  integrated  and  would  provide 
optimum  routing  information  for  public  safety  agencies. 

Councillor  Boyd  commended  Mr.  Christie  for  his  presentation.  Councillor  Boyd 
stated  that  he  was  concerned  with  the  lack  of  progress  and  cooperation  with 
respect  to  the  geo-based  mapping  system  in  Indianapolis. 

Councillor  SerVaas  explained  that  deliberations  regarding  the  proposed  geo-based 
mapping  system  have  been  going  on  for  quite  some  time.  One  problem  with  regard 
to  progress  and  cost  is  that  there  are  currently  only  seven  interested  entities  com- 
pared to  twenty-seven  interested  entities  when  deliberations  began. 
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The  President  called  for  the  reading  of  Official  Communications.    The  Clerk  read 
the  following:

of  the  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  City-County  Special  Resolution  No.  Ill,  1985  as  amended  (the 
"Inducement  Resolution")  has  been  previourly  adopted  by  the  City-County  Council 
of  The  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana,  concerning  certain  proposed 
economic  development  facilities  to  be  developed  by  Robert  A.  Boms  and  Sandra  S. 
Bonis  or  any  entity  designated  by  them  (the  "Company")  which  Special  Resolution  set 
an  expiration  date  of  September  30,  1986  unless  the  economic  development  revenue 
bonds  for  the  Project  have  been  issued  prior  to  the  aforesaid  date  or  unless,  upon  a 
showing  of  good  cause  by  the  Company,  the  City  by  official  action  extends  the  term  of 
the  inducement  resolution;  and 

WHEREAS,  such  bonds  have  not  yet  been  issued  as  of  the  date  of  adoption  of 
this  City-County  Special  Resolution  but  the  Company  has  shown  good  cause  to  extend 
the  aforesaid  expiration  date;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE

WHEREAS,  it  is  determined  by  the  Issuer  that  the  amount  necessary  to  finance  the 
costs  of  or  related  to  the  acquisition,  construction  and  improvement  of  the  Project, 
including  the  financing  thereof,  will  require  th'  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  Economic 
Development  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1986  (GNMA  Collateralized  -  Bethany  Independent 
Care  Project)  in  the  maximum  principal  amount  of  $2,597,600  (the  "Bonds");  now, 
therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  Definitions.  All  defined  terms  used  in  this  Special  Ordinance  (herein  the 
"Bond  Legislation")  and  those  not  otherwise  defined  herein  shall  have  the  respective 
meanings  given  to  them  in  the  Trust  Indenture  with  respect  to  the  Bonds  (the  "Inden- 
ture"), by  and  between  the  Issuer  and  The  Central  Trust  Company,  N.A.,  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  and  its  successors  in  trust,  as  trustee  (the  "Trustee")  and  Fort  Wayne  National

It  is  hereby  determined  to  be  necessary  to, 
and  the  Issuer  shall,  issue,  sell  and  delivery,  as  provided  and  authorized  herein  and 
pursuant  to  the  authority  of  the  Act,  Bonds  in  the  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  $2,597,600  in  substantially  the  form  set  forth  in  the  Indenture,  as  executed  and 
delivered,  and  designated  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Economic  Development  Revenue 
Bonds,  Series  1986  (GNMA  Collateralized  -  Bethany  Independent  Care  Project),  the 
proceeds  of  which  will  be  held  by  the  Trustee  under  the  Indenture  and  used  to  provide 
interim  and  permanent  financing  to  Green  Leaf  Limited,  an  Ohio  limited  partnership 
(the  "Owner")  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation  and  equip- 
ping of  a  project  consisting  of  a  130-bed  board  and  care  facility  (the  "Project"). 

SECTION  4.  Terms  and  Execution  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall  be  issued  as  fully 
registered  Bonds,  without  coupons,  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000  each  or  any  integral 
multiple  thereof  (except  that  one  Bond  may  be  in  the  denomination  of  $2,600  or 
$2,600  plus  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof),  numbered  consecutively  from  1 
upward  (with  such  additional  identifying  letter  designations  as  may  be  requested  by  the 
Purchaser),  shall  be  dated  as  of  August  20,  1986,  and  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the 
Trustee.  The  Bonds  shall  (i)  mature  on  the  dates  and  in  the  respective  principal  amounts 
(with  a  final  maturity  of  August  20,  2016),  (ii)  have  such  terms  (including  registration 
privileges  and  medium  of  payment),  bear  interest  at  the  rates  (not  in  excess  of  9.15%  per 
annum),  and  (iii)  be  subject  to  mandatory  and  optional  redemption,  all  as  provided  in 
the  Indenture  heretofore  presented  to  the  Issuer,  which  is  incorporated  herein  by  re- 
ference. The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer  by  the  manual  or  facsimile 
signature  of  its  Mayor  and  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  its  Clerk,  and  the  seal  of 
the  Issuer  may  be  affixed  thereto  or  imprinted  or  reproduced  thereon.  In  case  any 
officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  issuance  or  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  such  signature  or  facsimile 
thereof  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  he  had 
remained  in  office  until  after  that  time.

SECTION  5.  Sale  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  are  being  purchased  for  reoffering  by 
Benton  &  Company,  the  Purchaser  described  in  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  and  are 
hereby  awarded  to  said  Purchaser  at  the  purchase  price  of  100%  of  the  principal  amount 
thereof,  plus  accrued  interest.  The  Bonds  are  purchased  by  said  Purchaser  on  the  terms 
and  conditions  described  therein.  The  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed 
to  make  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer  the  necessary  arrangements  with  the  Purchaser  to 
establish  the  date,  location,  procedure  and  conditions  for  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  to 
the  Purchaser,  and  to  take  all  steps  necessary  to  effect  due  execution  and  delivery  to  the 
Purchaser  of  the  Bonds  (or  Temporary  Bonds  delivered  in  lieu  of  definitive  Bonds  until 
their  preparation  and  delivery  can  be  effectuated)  under  the  terms  of  this  Bond  Legis- 
lation, the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  the  Financing  Agreement  and  Indenture.  It  is 
hereby  determined  that  the  price  for  and  the  terms  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  sale  thereof,  all 
as  provided  in  the  aforesaid  documents  and  certificates,  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Issuer  and  consistent  with  all  legal  requirements. 

SECTION  6.  Arbitrage  Provisions.  The  Issuer  will  use  its  best  efforts  to  restrict  the  use 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in  such  a  manner  and  to  expectations  at  the  time  the  Bonds 
are  delivered  to  the  Purchaser,  so  that  they  will  not  constitute  arbitrage  bonds  under 
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Section  103(c)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  and  the  regulations  prescribed  under  that 
section.  The  Mayor  or  Clerk  or  any  other  officer  having  responsibility  with  respect  to 
the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  is  authorized  and  directed,  along  or  in  conjunction  with  any 
of  the  foregoing  or  with  any  other  officer,  employee,  consultant  or  agent  of  the  Issuer, 
to  deliver  a  certificate  for  inclusion  in  the  transcript  of  proceedings  for  the  Bonds, 
setting  forth  the  facts,  estimates  and  circumstances  and  reasonable  expectations  pertain- 
ing to  said  Section  103(c)  and  regulations  thereunder.  The  Mayor,  or  other  appropriate 
officer  of  the  Issuer  shall  furnish  to  the  Purchaser  a  true  transcript  of  proceeding,  certi- 
fied by  said  officer,  of  all  proceedings  had  with  reference  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds 
along  with  such  information  for  the  records  as  is  necessary  to  determine  the  regularity 
and  validity  of  the  issuance  of  said  Bonds. 

SECTION  7.  Financing  Agreement,  Indenture,  Preliminary  Offering  Circular,  Offering 
Circular,  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  and  All  Other  Documents  to  be  Executed  or 
Accepted  by  the  Issuer.  In  order  to  better  secure  the  payment  of  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable, 
the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  Issuer  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute,  acknowledge 
and  deliver,  and  in  the  case  of  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  to  accept,  in  the  name  and 
on  behalf  of  the  Issuer,  an  Indenture,  Financing  Agreement,  and  Bond  Purchase  Agree- 
ment and  all  other  material  documents  and  assignments  to  be  executed  or  accepted  by  it 
in  substantially  the  form  submitted  to  the  Issuer,  which  are  hereby  approved,  with  such 
changes  therein  not  inconsistent  with  this  Bond  Legislation  and  not  substantially  adverse 
to  the  Issuer  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  Act  and  approved  by  the  officers  executing  the 
same  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer  without  further  approval  of  this  Issuing  Authority  of  the 
Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not  affect  terms  set 
forth  in  IC  36-7-12-27(a)(l)  through  (a)(ll).  The  approval  of  such  changes  by  said 
officers,  and  that  such  are  not  substantially  adverse  to  the  Issuer,  shall  be  conclusively 
evidenced  by  the  execution  of  said  Indenture,  Financing  Agreement,  and  Bond  Purchase 
Agreement  by  such  officers. 

The  Issuer  hereby  approves  and  ratifies  the  use  and  distribution  of  a  Preliminary 
Offering  Circular  and  an  Offering  Circular,  in  substantially  the  form  submitted  to  the 
Issuer,  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  and  authorizes 
and  directs  the  Mayor  to  sign  same  if  so  requested  by  the  Purchaser. 

SECTION  8.  Incorporation  by  Reference  of  Indenture,  Financing  Agreement  and 
Bond  Purchase  Agreement.  The  substantially  final  forms  of  the  Indenture,  Financing 
Agreement  and  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  approved  by  the  Indianapolis  Economic 
Development  Commission  are  hereby  approved  and  all  such  documents  shall  be  incor- 
porated herein  by  reference  and  shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  of  the  Issuing  Authority 
and  kept  on  file  by  the  Clerk. 

SECTION  9.  Other  Documents.  The  Mayor  and /or  the  Clerk  are  each  hereby  further 
authorized  and  directed  to  execute  investment  agreements  in  the  forms  presented  at  this 
meeting  providing  for  the  investment  of  moneys  held  under  the  Indenture,  and  any  other 
instruments  as  are,  in  the  opinion  of  bond  counsel  to  the  Issuer,  necessary  to  consum- 
mate the  transactions  provided  for  in  the  Financing  Agreement,  the  Bond  Purchase 
Agreement,  and  the  Indenture. 

SECTION  10.  Covenants  of  Issuer.  In  addition  to  other  covenants  of  the  Issuer  in  this 
Bond  Legislation,  the  Issuer  further  covenants  and  agrees  as  follows: 

(a)  Payment  of  Principal,  Premium  and  Interest.  The  Issuer  will,  solely  from  the 
sources  herein  provided,  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and 
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interest  on  each  and  all  Bonds  on  the  dates,  at  the  places  and  in  the  manner  provided 
herein  and  in  the  Bonds,  and  in  all  other  documents  referred  to  herein. 

(b)  Performance  of  Covenants,  Authority  and  Actions.  The  Issuer  will  at  all  times 
faithfully  observe  and  perform  all  agreements,  covenants,  undertakings,  stipulations  and 
provisions  contained  in  the  Financing  Agreement,  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  and 
Indenture  executed  and  delivered  under  this  Bond  Legislation,  and  in  all  other  proceed- 
ings of  the  Issuer  pertaining  to  the  Financing  Agreement,  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  and 
Indenture.  The  Issuer  warrants  and  covenants  that  it  is,  and  upon  delivery  of  the  Bonds 
will  be,  duly  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  including  particularly  and 
without  limitation  the  Act,  to  issue  the  Bonds  and  to  execute  the  Financing  Agreement, 
the  Indenture,  accept  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  and  all  other  documents  to  be 
executed  by  it,  to  provide  the  security  for  payment  of  the  principal  of  premium,  if  any, 
and  interest  on  the  Bonds  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  herein  set  forth;  that  all 
actions  on  its  part  for  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  execution  or  acceptance  and  de- 
livery of  the  Financing  Agreement,  the  Indenture,  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  and  all 
other  documents  to  be  executed  or  accepted  by  it  have  been  or  will  be  duly  and 
effectively  taken;  and  that  the  Bonds  will  be  valid  and  enforceable  special  obligations  of 
the  Issuer  according  to  the  terms  thereof  except  to  the  extent  that  enforcement  thereof 
may  be  limited  by  bankruptcy,  insolvency  or  other  laws  affecting  creditors'  rights 
generally  and  subject  to  equitable  principles  concerning  the  availability  of  specific 
performance  as  a  remedy  and  the  enforceability  of  covenants  to  pay  attorneys'  fees 
under  applicable  state  law.  Each  provision  of  the  Bond  Legislation,  the  Indenture,  each 
Bond  and  all  other  documents  to  be  executed  by  the  Issuer  is  binding  upon  such  officer 
of  the  Issuer  as  may  from  time  to  time  have  the  authority  under  law  to  take  such  actions 
as  may  be  necessary  to  perform  all  or  any  part  of  the  duty  required  by  such  provision; 
and  each  duty  of  the  Issuer  and  of  its  officers  and  employees  undertaken  pursuant  to 
such  proceedings  for  the  Bonds  and  all  other  documents  to  be  executed  by  the  Issuer  is 
established  as  a  duty  of  the  Issuer  and  of  each  such  officer  and  employee  having 
authority  to  perform  such  duty. 

SECTION  11.  No  Personal  Liability.  No  recourse  under  or  upon  any  obligation, 
covenant,  acceptance  or  agreement  contained  in  this  Bond  Legislation,  or  in  the  Bonds, 
or  in  the  Financing  Agreement  or  in  the  Indenture  or  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  or 
under  any  judgment  obtained  against  the  Issuer  or  by  the  enforcement  of  any  assessment 
or  by  any  legal  or  equitable  proceeding  by  virtue  of  any  constitution  or  statute  or 
otherwise,  or  under  any  circumstances,  under  or  independent  of  the  Financing  Agree- 
ment, shall  be  had  against  any  member  of  council,  or  officer  or  attorney,  as  such,  past, 
present,  or  future,  of  the  Issuer,  either  directly  or  through  the  Issuer,  or  otherwise,  for 
the  payment  for  or  to  the  Issuer  or  any  receiver  thereof,  or  for  or  to  any  holder  of  the 
Bond  secured  thereby,  or  otherwise,  of  any  sum  that  may  be  due  and  unpaid  by  the 
Issuer  upon  any  of  such  Bonds.  Any  and  all  personal  liability  of  every  nature,  whether 
at  common  law  or  in  equity,  or  by  statute  or  by  constitution  or  otherwise,  of  any  such 
member  of  council,  or  officer  or  attorney,  as  such,  to  respond  by  reason  of  any  act  or 
omission  on  his  or  her  part,  or  otherwise,  for,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  payment  for  or 
to  the  Issuer  or  any  receiver  thereof,  or  for  or  to  the  owner  or  any  holder  of  the  Bond, 
or  otherwise,  of  any  sum  that  may  remain  due  and  unpaid  upon  the  Bond  hereby 
secured  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  expressly  waived  and  released  as  a  condition  of  and 
consideration  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Financing  Agreement,  Indenture,  and 
acceptance  of  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  and  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  12.  No  Debt  or  Tax  Pledge.  The  Bonds  do  not  constitute  a  debt  or  pledge 
of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  State  of  Indiana  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  and 
the  holders  or  owners  thereof  have  no  right  to  have  taxes  levied  by  the  State  or  taxing 
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authority  of  any  political  subdivision  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  thereof  or  interest 
thereon.  Moneys  raised  by  taxation  shall  not  be  obligated  or  pledged  for  the  payment  of 
principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Bonds,  and  the  Bonds  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the 
revenues  and  security  interests  pledged  for  their  payment  as  authorized  by  the  Inden- 
ture. 

SECTION  13.  Public  Inspection.  Two  (2)  copies  of  the  Financing  Agreement,  Inden- 
ture, Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  Preliminary  Offering  Circular,  Offering  Circular,  and  the 
form  of  Bonds  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  for  public  inspection. 

SECTION  14.  Compliance  with  IRC  Section  103(k).  For  purposes  of  complying 
with  Section  103(k)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  the  Issuing 
Authority,  as  the  "applicable  elected  representative"  of  the  Issuer  for  purposes  of 
Section  103(k)  of  the  Code,  hereby  approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  the  maximum 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  $2,597,600  and  the  acquisition,  construction  and  installa- 
tion of  the  Project  consisting  of  a  130-bed  board  and  care  facility  located  at  3530  South 
Shelby  Street,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  to  be  owned  by  the  Owner  and  operated  by  Drake's 
Adult  Care,  Inc.,  an  Indiana  corporation. 

SECTION  15.  Election.  The  Issuer  hereby  determines  and  does  hereby  elect  to  have 
the  provisions  as  to  the  $10,000,000  limit  in  Section  103(b)(6)(D)  of  the  Code  apply  to 
the  Bonds. 

SECTION  16.  Notice  of  Issuance.  After  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  the  Mayor  of  the 
Issuer  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  deliver  and  file  on 
behalf  of  the  Issuer,  the  Notice  of  Issuance  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Indiana  Employment 
Development  Commission  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

SECTION  17.  Severability.  If  any  section,  paragraph  or  provision  of  this  Bond  Legis- 
lation shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  or  unenforceable  for  any  reason,  the  invalidity  or 
unenforceability  of  such  section,  paragraph  or  provision  shall  not  affect  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  Bond  Legislation. 

SECTION  18.  Repeal  of  Conflicting  Resolutions.  All  resolutions  and  orders,  or  parts 
thereof,  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Bond  Legislation  are,  to  the  extent  of  such 
conflict,  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  19.  Compliance  with  Open  Door  Law.  It  is  hereby  determined  that  all 
formal  actions  of  this  Issuing  Authority  relating  to  the  adoption  of  this  Bond  Legislation

SECTION  20.  Effective  Date.  This  Bond  Legislation  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  compliance  with  procedure  required  by  Indiana  Code  36-3-4-14.

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  approved 
the  final  forms  of  the  Bond  Purchase  and  Loan  Agreement,  Mortgage,  Security  Agree- 
ment and  Trust  Indenture,  Promissory  Note,  and  the  form  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond,  Series  1986  (Indianapolis  Center  for 
Advanced  Research,  Inc.  Project)  (hereinafter  referred  to  collectively  as  the  "Financing 
Documents")  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in  time  to  this  date,  which  Resolution  has 
been  transmitted  hereto;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  of  the  economic  development 
facilities  referred  to  in  the  Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project  previously 
approved  by  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  now  presented  to 
this  City-County  Council,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue  bonds,  the  loan  of  the  net 
proceeds  thereof  to  the  Company  for  the  purposes  of  financing  the  Project,  and  the 
repayment  of  said  loan  by  the  Company  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  welfare  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and  pro- 
visions of  the  Act.

SECTION  5.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to  execute 
those   Financing  Documents  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk 
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approved  herein,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis  and  any  other  document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  consum- 
mate the  transaction.

This  proposal  is  a  rezoning  ordinance  certified  by 
the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  on  September  4,  1986  (444  East 
Sumner  Avenue,  Indianapolis).  Councillor  McGrath  stated  that  no  agreement  or 
compromise  had  been  reached  between  the  petitioner  and  remonstrators.  The 
petitioner,  Hardees  Food  Systems,  Inc.  requests  the  rezoning  of  0.94  acre  to 
provide  for  a  parking  lot  for  the  restaurant.  It  appears  that  the  main  objection  to 
the  project  is  that  further  commercial  development  will  encroach  upon  the 
neighborhood. 

Mr.  Richard  C.  Kraege,  attorney  for  the  petitioner,  presented  site  plans  to  the 
Council.  In  describing  the  project,  he  stated  that  the  present  restaurant  structure 
would  be  torn  down,  and  a  new  restaurant  wo\ild  be  built  at  a  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $1  million.  The  new  restaurant  and  larger  parking  area  is  required 
because:  1)  the  current  parking  lot  and  restaurant  are  too  small;  2)  the  current 
restaurant  is  twenty-six  years  old  and  will  require  extensive  maintenance/rem- 
odelling in  the  near  future;  and  3)  the  drive-through  area  needs  to  be  redesigned 
because  it  is  currently  in  the  front  of  the  restaurant. 

Mr.  Kraege  stressed  that  the  new  facility  would  be  "upscale"  in  its  design  with 
extensive  landscaping.  He  noted  that  the  the  Metropolitan  Development  Com- 
mission approved  the  project  with  a  unanimous  vote. 

Mr.  Kraege  stated  that  Hardees  has  done  everything  possible  to  remain  a  good 
neighbor  and  that  the  restaurant  strives  for  a  peaceful  coexistence  with  the 
area. 

Ms.  Grace  Conway,  3437  Ransdell,  stated  that  she  objected  to  the  project  because 
it  will  destroy  the  value  of  homes  in  the  area.  She  noted  there  is  much  noise 
created  by  Hardees  trash  removal  and  that  there  is  seepage  from  Hardees  which 
runs  down  Sumner  Avenue. 
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Ms.  Hellen  Simpson,  also  a  area  resident,  explained  that  she  opposed  the  project 
because  it  would  destroy  the  value  of  homes  in  the  area  along  with  encouraging 
the  "cruisers"  to  frequent  the  area.  She  noted  that  440  persons  had  signed  a 
petition  opposing  the  project. 

A  representative  from  St.  Roch  Church  and  School,  3603  S.  Meridian,  also  op- 
posed the  project  because  of  "what  would  happen  to  the  community,  church 
and  school".  Approximately  230  children  attend  the  St.  Roch  School. 

Mr.  Gary  Bowman,  3429  Ransdell,  stated  that  there  are  already  too  many  traffic 
problems  along  Sumner,  particularly  during  rush  hour.  He  objected  to  the  noise 
from  trash  pickup  and  delivery  trucks  and  general  litter  around  Hardees. 

Ms.  Judy  Wertz,  Department  of  Metropolitan  Development,  explained  that 
departmental  staff  supported  the  project  which  is  an  expansion  of  the  current 
use,  not  a  new  use  of  the  property.  Zoning  use  in  the  area  has  changed  since 
more  conservative  usage  in  1975.  She  noted  that  the  new  restaurant  would  be 
upgraded  from  the  old  restaurant.  The  current  structure  has  a  seating  area  for 
fifty  persons,  and  the  new  structure  would  have  a  seating  capacity  of  1 10  persons. 

Councillor  Strader  expressed  concern  that  the  project  would  set  a  precedent 
for  other  projects  because  homeowners  may  begin  to  sell  out  for  commercial 
expansion. 

Councillor  Howard  supported  the  project,  stating  that  "Hardees  is  a  good  nei- 
ghbor". 

Mr.  Rex  Joseph,  attorney  representing  Mr.  Watkins  (a  homeowner  selling  property 
to  Hardees),  explained  that  Mr.  Watkins  felt  that  Hardees  was  a  good  neighbor  for 
many  years.  The  manager  of  the  restaurant  had  kindly  transported  Mr.  Watkins  to 
church  on  a  regular  basis. 

Mr.  Dan  James,  Director  of  Real  Estate  for  Hardees,  urged  passage  of  the  project. 
He  stated  that  Hardees  has  outgrown  its  current  facility. 

Councillor  Durnil,  seconded  by  Councillor  Miller,  moved  the  question  on  the 
main  motion.

A.  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE 

PUBLIC  TESTIMONY  ON  BUDGETS  AND  TAX  LEVIES 

PROPOSAL  NO.  464,  1986.    This  proposal  is  the  annual  budget  for  Indianapolis 
and  Marion  County,  Indiana  for  1987. 

President  SerVaas  explained   that  public  testimony  regarding  individual  depart- 
mental budgets  would  be  allowed  as  announced  followed  by  public  testimony

regarding  the  1987  Budget  as  a  whole  at  a  later  time  in  the  meeting.  President 
SerVaas  indicated  that  committee  chairpersons  could  provide  brief  input  on 
individual  budgets.  He  requested  that  testimony  would  be  limited  to  two  minutes 
for  an  individual  and  five  minutes  if  by  a  representative  of  an  organization. 

Department  of  Public  Works:  Councillor  Coughenour  mentioned  that  one  large 
increase  was  in  the  Solid  Waste  Division  which  reflects  a  full  year  of  operation  for 
the  resource  recovery  facility.  The  1986  Budget  included  funds  for  only  ten 
months  of  activity  for  the  facility.  Other  increases  in  this  Division  were  due  to 
higher  costs  for  landfilling  fees.  The  President  called  for  public  testimony  regard- 
ing the  Department  of  Public  Works's  proposed  1987  Budget  at  8:47  p.m. 

Community  Affairs  Committee:  Councillor  Stewart  stated  that  the  1987  pro- 
posed Budgets  for  the  Marion  County  Association  of  Retarded  Citizens  and  the 
Auditor  were  reduced  by  $836,600  to  reflect  a  2%  tax  levy.  Also,  reductions 
were  made  in  the  Welfare  Budget  for  care  of  wards  in  institutions.  The  President 
called  for  public  testimony  at  8:55  p.m.  regarding  the  proposed  1987  Budgets 
which  were  assigned  to  the  Community  Affairs  Committee:  Marion  County 
Association  of  Retarded  Citizens;  Marion  County  Guardian  Home;  Marion  County 
Department  of  Public  Welfare;  and  Marion  County  Cooperative  Extension  Service. 

Department  of  Metropolitan  Development:  Councillor  Borst  reported  that  the 
overall  budget  is  down  about  18%  from  1986.  Approximately  76%  of  the 
Department's  budget  is  comprised  of  federal  funds;  $2.3  million  is  provided 
through  local  taxes.  The  1987  Budget  includes  a  87%  reduction  in  state  and 
local  grants.  The  President  called  for  public  testimony  regarding  the  Department 
of  Metropolitan  Development's  proposed  1987  Budget  at  8:57  p.m. 

Municipal  Corporations  Committee:  At  8:59  p.m.  the  President  called  for  public 
testimony  regarding  the  proposed  1987  Budgets  of  the  five  municipal  corpora- 
tions: Health  &  Hospital  Corporation,  Indianapolis  Public  Transportation  Cor- 
poration, Airport  Authority,  Capital  Improvements  Board  and  Public  Library 
Board. 

Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation:  Councillor  Durnil  stated  that  the  Depart- 
ment continues  to  lack  funds  to  maintain  facilities  and  equipment  in  the  manner 
needed.  The  1986  Budget  was  $15,514,633,  and  the  proposed  1987  Budget 
has  been  reduced  to  $15,397,781.  The  President  called  for  public  testimony 
regarding  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation's  proposed  1987  Budget  at 
9:05  p.m. 
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Department  of  Public  Safety:  Councillor  Dowden  indicated  that  increases  in 
Character  01  for  the  Fire  Department,  Police  Department,  and  Sheriffs  Depart- 
ment were  attributed  to  the  labor  contract.  He  mentioned  that  the  Sheriffs 
Department  1987  Budget  would  need  attention  in  the  beginning  of  1987  due  to  a 
need  to  purchase  vehicles  from  cumulative  building  funds.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
cars  be  purchased  from  "cume  funds"  in  order  that  $325,000  be  used  for  training 
for  the  Sheriffs  Department.  The  President  called  for  public  testimony  regarding 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety's  proposed  1987  Budget  at  9:07  p.m. 

Mr.  Charles  T.  Knight  questioned  amounts  for  police  overtime.  He  suggested 
that  full  and  part-time  traffic  officers  be  hired  at  a  lower  salary  than  regular 
officers  to  assist  the  Department  in  routine  traffic  situations.  The  traffic  officers 
would  not  carry  guns  and  would  not  have  arrest  powers.  Mr.  Knight  mentioned 
that  a  similar  situation  was  instituted  in  Memphis,  Tennessee.  It  was  his  opinion 
that  such  a  system  would  enable  the  regular  officers  to  devote  more  time  to  other 
duties. 

Councillor  Dowden  stated  that  the  Department  utilizes  volunteer  non-sworn 
officers  in  reserve  divisions. 

Department  of  Administration:  Councillor  West  stated  that  the  Department's 
proposed  1987  Budget  is  $47,370,384;  this  excludes  budgets  for  the  Mayor's 
Office  and  City-County  Council  Office  which  are  not  official  divisions  of  the 
Department.  The  President  called  for  public  testimony  regarding  the  Department 
of  Administration's  proposed  1987  Budget  at  9:13  p.m. 

Department  of  Transportation:  Councillor  Gilmer  noted  that  there  are  no  pro- 
perty tax  dollars  involved  in  this  budget.  The  proposed  1987  Budget  is  divided  as 
follows:  $27,524,000  operating  budget;  $7,802,600  arterial  roads  and  street 
budget;  and  $780,000  parking  meter  budget.  The  President  called  for  public 
testimony  regarding  the  Department  of  Transportation's  proposed  1987  Budget  at 
9:16  p.m. 

County  and  Townships  Committee:  Councillor  Cottingham  explained  that  salary 
increases  for  elected  officials  was  limited  to  5%  rather  than  the  8%  requested. 
Funding  for  the   Information  Services  Agency  continues  to  be  a  problem;  the 
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Committee  relied  on  the  Information  Services  Agency  Board  to  provide  guidance 
for  budget  reductions.  The  President  called  for  public  testimony  regarding 
budgets  heard  by  the  County  and  Townships  Committee  at  9:17  p.m. 

At  9:18  p.m.  the  President  called  for  public  testimony  on  the  1987  Budget  as  a 
whole  and  requested  that  testimony  would  be  limited  to  two  minutes  for  an 
individual  and  five  minutes  if  by  a  representative  of  an  organization. 

Mr.  Carl  Moldthan,  Indianapolis  Taxpayers  Association,  criticized  the  Council 
for  conducting  business  "behind  closed  doors".  He  stressed  that  the  Council 
should  begin  to  react  to  constituents"  desires  and  cited  the  recent  defeat  of 
the  Pan  Am  bond  issue  as  an  example  of  this  (citizens  defeated  the  bond  issue 
through  the  petitioning  process).  The  "Pan  Am  bond  issue"  received  a  27-2 
favorable  vote  from  the  Council.  It  was  Mr.  Moldthan's  opinion  that  cumulative 
funds  for  capital  improvements  should  be  used  instead  of  bond  issues. 

The  President  recessed  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  purposes  of  convening 
the  Police  Special  Service  District  at  9:38  p.m. 

B.  POLICE  SPECIAL  SERVICE  DISTRICT 

A  quorum  being  present,  the  President  called  the  Police  Special  Service  District 
Council  to  order  at  9:38  p.m. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  461,  1986.  This  proposal  creates  the  annual  budget  for  the 
Police  Special  Service  District  for  1987.  The  Public  Safety  and  Criminal  Justice 
Committee  on  September  11,  1986,  recommended  Proposal  No.  461,  1986, 
Do  Pass  by  a  7-0  vote.    The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  9:39  p.m. 

Councillor  Williams  referred  to  the  1985  City  Annual  Report  and  stated  that 
there  appears  to  be  problems  with  the  shortfalls  in  the  pension  funds  for  the 
Police  Department  and  Fire  Department;  however,  information  distributed  this 
evening  by  City  Controller  Fred  Armstrong  would  seem  to  be  in  conflict  with 
the  Annual  Report.  Councillor  Williams  called  for  an  investigation  of  the  pension 
funds. 

Councillor  Miller  stated  that  funding  of  the  pension  funds  was  explained  during 
passage  of  the  Local  Option  Income  Tax. 
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Mr.  Fred  Armstrong,  City  Controller,  explained  that  the  cash  shortfalls  are  funded 
through  the  Local  Option  Income  Tax.  It  was  Mr.  Armstrong's  opinion  that  there 
may  be  a  problem  in  funding  the  pension  plans  by  1996  "if  the  Council  does  not 
continue  its  current  plan". 

Mr.  Armstrong  stressed  that  guidelines  issued  by  the  Governmental  Standards 
Accounting  Board  are  followed  when  preparing  each  annual  report. 

President  SerVaas  assured  Councillor  Williams  that  Mr.  Armstrong  would  be 
willing  to  discuss  the  topic  further  with  Councillor  Williams  and/or  the  Democrat 
Caucus. 

There  being  no  additional  speakers,  Councillor  Dowden  moved,  seconded  by 
Councillor  Borst,  for  adoption.

(b)  The  Fire  Pension  Fund  for  1987  shall  consist  of  all  balances  at  the  end  of

The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  9:50  p.m. 

Councillor  Journey  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Howard,  the  following 
motion:

Mr.  President: 

I  move  to  amend  Proposal  No.  464,  1986,  Committee  Recommendations,  by  reducing 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  Budget  from  $4,103,179  by  $250,000,  which  rep- 
resents the  first  year's  payment  on  a  new  helicopter.  The  new  figures  would  be 
$3,853,179  instead  of  $4,103,179. 

Signed  by  all  members  of  the 
Democrat  Caucus 

Councillor  Dowden  noted  that  the  Department  currently  has  only  three  heli- 
copters, two  of  which  are  eighteen  years  old  and  the  other  being  twenty  years  old. 

Councillor  Boyd  remarked  that  the  helicopters  should  have  been  used  for  official 
use.

It  was  her  opinion  that  "if  we  cannot  fund  this  then  we  have  no 
business  doing  M.E.C.A.  (Marion  County  Emergency  Communications  Agency)  or 
geo-based  mapping.  We  are  making  a  terrible  mistake  by  underfunding  the  ISA 
budget  by  about  $1  million". 

Councillor  Schneider  explained  that  he  could  not  support  the  1987  Budget 
because  of  revenues,  i.e.  statistics  are  unrealistic. 

Councillor  Rhodes  concurred  with  Councillor  Williams  that  funding  the  Infor- 
mation Services  Agency  has  been  an  ongoing  problem;  however,  some  problems 
may  be  alleviated  through  a  system  for  chargebacks  to  user  agencies. 
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Councillor  Boyd  voiced  that  he  could  not  support  the  1987  Budget  because  he  is 
complaining  about  the  process  by  which  decisions  are  made  regarding  the  Budget 
in  private  Republican  caucus  meetings. 

There  being  no  further  testimony,  Councillor  Miller  moved,  seconded  by 
Councillor  Giffin,  for  adoption.

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  City  Sinking  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed, 
in  the  year  1986,  collectible  in  the  year  1987,  the  sum  of  five  and  ninety-six  hun- 
dredths cents  ($.0596)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  taxable  property  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis,  which  taxes,  when 
collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Sinking  Fund.

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SECTION  3.05.   MARION  COUNTY  PUBLIC  WELFARE  TAX  LEVIES. 

(a)  COUNTY  WELFARE  GENERAL  FUND. 

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  County  Welfare  General  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and 
assessed  in  1986,  collectible  in  the  year  1987,  the  sum  of  twenty  and  fifty-two  hun- 
dredths cents  ($.2052)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  taxable  property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  County  Welfare  General  Fund  in  the  County  Treasury. 

(b)  COUNTY  WELFARE  ADMINISTRATION  FUND. 

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  County  Welfare  Administration  Fund,  there  is  hereby 
levied  and  assessed  in  1986,  collectible  in  the  year  1987,  the  sum  of  eight  cents 
($0.0800)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable 
property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
County  Welfare  Administration  Fund  in  the  County  Treasury. 

(c)  HOSPITAL  CARE  FOR  THE  INDIGENT  FUND. 

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Hospital  Care  for  the  Indigent  Fund,  there  is  hereby 
levied  and  assessed  in  1986,  collectible  in  the  year  1987,  the  sum  of  two  and  sixty-two 
hundredths  cents  ($0.0262)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  taxable  property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  Hospital  Care  for  the  Indigent  Fund  in  the  County  Treasury. 

(d)  COUNTY  WELFARE  BOND  SINKING  FUND. 

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  County  Welfare  Bond  Sinking  Fund,  there  is  hereby 
levied  and  assessed  in  1986,  collectible  in  the  year  1987,  the  sum  of  five  and  one 
hundredth  cents  ($0.0501)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  taxable  property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  County  Welfare  Bond  Sinking  Fund  in  the  County  Treasury. 


ARTICLE  FOUR 
MISCELLANEOUS  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  ALLOCATIONS 

SECTION  4.01.     FEDERAL  REVENUE  SHARING. 

To  defray  certain  of  the  costs  of  government  of  the  Consolidated  City  in  accordance 
with  the  appropriations  lawfully  approved  for  the  calendar  year  1986  for  priority 
expenditures  as  defined  by  the  "State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972"  (P.L. 
92-512,  86  Stat.  919),  there  is  hereby  appropriated  and  allocated  from  the  Federal 
Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund  to  the  several  other  funds  designated,  the  following 
amounts  to  be  used  only  for  the  priority  expenditures  stated,  to  wit: 

Seven  hundred  seventy -six  thousand  dollars  ($776,956)  to  the  Police  Service 
District  Fund  for  ordinary  and  necessary  maintenance  and  operating  exp- 
enses for  public  safety,  namely  law  enforcement. 

The  City  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  and  disburse  from  the 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund  the  sums  heretofore  allocated  at  such  times  and 
in  such  amounts  as  balances  are  available  therefor  and  as  the  financial  status  of  the 
various  funds  are  such  that  the  revenues  are  needed. 
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SECTION  4.02.      STATE  AND  FEDERAL  GRANT  APPLICATIONS  AUTHORIZED. 

The  Mayor  of  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  is  hereby  authorized  to  make 
such  applications  as  may  be  required  by  federal  or  state  laws  or  regulations  in  order  to 
apply  for,  and  receive,  such  state  or  federal  grants  or  payments  as  are  anticipated, 
allocated  and  approved  for  expenditure  by  inclusion  in  this  ordinance.  Provided, 
however,  that  until  this  Council  has  approved  the  amounts,  locations  and  programatic 
operation  of  each  project  to  be  funded  from  Community  Development  Grant  Funds, 
the  amounts  appropriated  herein  for  such  purposes  shall  not  be  encumbered  or  spent. 

SECTION  4.03.  APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  CERTAIN  ALLOCATED  EXPENSES. 
As  part  of  the  appropriations  authorized  for  the  various  offices  by  Section  2.01  and 
included  under  "3.  Other  Services  and  Charges"  are  amounts  allocated  for  payment  of 
City-County  Building  rent,  telephone  services  and  information  services  agency  charges. 
The  building  rent,  information  services  agency  and  telephone  charges  cannot  be  tran- 
sferred without  City-County  Council  approval.  In  total  there  is  appropriated  seven 
million  eighty-five  thousand  two  hundred  one  dollars  ($7,085,201)  for  City-County 
Building  rent,  Jail  and  Municipal  Garage  Rent,  three  hundred  fifty-eight  thousand  two 
hundred  fourteen  dollars  ($358,214)  for  telephone  services  and  two  million  six 
hundred  forty-two  thousand  eight  hundred  seventeen  dollars  ($2,642,817)  for  infor- 
mation services  agency  charges.  The  Auditor  is  authorized  to  pay  such  charges  to  the 
extent  of  the  total  appropriations  and  allocate  the  total  to  the  respective  offices  on 
the  basis  of  actual  use  and  charges  without  further  action  by  this  Council,  unless  the 
aggregate  totals  exceed  the  total  appropriations  for  such  purpose  or  the  allocation  to 
any  specific  office  would  exceed  the  unencumbered  balance  for  Character  3  expen- 
ditures of  any  such  office. 

SECTION  4.04.  ALLOCATION  OF  COUNTY  OPTION  INCOME  TAX  REVENUES. 
Pursuant  to  I.C.  6-3.5-6-19  (d),  the  City-County  Council  may  determine  the  distri- 
bution to  be  made  of  the  revenue  received  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  County  of 
Marion  as  a  single  taxing  unit  from  the  County  Option  Income  Tax.  The  City-County 
Council  hereby  determines  that  from  the  certified  distribution  of  $30,654,000,  after 
the  County  Auditor  deposits  $2,175,674  in  the  Metropolitan  Emergency  Commun- 
ications Fund,  retains  the  homestead  credit  distribution  of  $2,089,068  and  distributes 
the  shares  of  other  units  entitled  to  distributions,  the  balance  for  the  Consolidated  City 
and  County  of  $23,873,142  is  hereby  allocated  and  shall  be  distributed  by  the  County 
Auditor  and  City  Controller  as  follows: 

(1)  To  the  County  General  Fund,  the  sum  of  $7,957,764;  and 

(2)  To  the  City  General  Fund,  the  sum  of  $8,312,558;  and 

(3)  To  the  Police  Special  Service  District  Fund,  the  sum  of  $7,602,820.

ARTICLE  FIVE 
COMPENSATION  OF  OFFICERS  AND  EMPLOYEES 

SECTION  5.01.     ELECTED  OFFICERS. 

Pursuant  to  I.C.  36-3-6-2,  the  annual  compensation  of  elected  officers  of  the  con- 
solidated city  and  county  are  fixed  for  the  calendar  year  1987  and  thereafter,  as 
follows: 

(a)  Mayor.  Effective  January  1,  1987,  the  compensation  for  the  mayor 
of  Indianapolis  as  an  annual  salary  for  the  calendar  year  1987  and  thereafter  until 
modified,  shall  be  sixty-six  thousand  one  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($66,150.00)  and  a 
deferred  compensation  plan  funded  by  contributions  equalling  fifteen  (15)  percent  of 
the  mayor's  annual  salary  which  amounts  for  each  year  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  use 
of  an  automobile,  an  account  for  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of 
office,  and  participation  in  other  employee  benefits  on  the  same  basis  as  other  city 
employees. 

(b)  Elected  County  Officers.  Effective  January  1,  1987,  the  annual 
compensation  of  the  elected  county  officers  for  the  calendar  year  1987  and  thereafter 
until  modified  shall  be  as  follows:

All  elected  county  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  other  employee  benefits 
on  the  same  basis  as  other  county  employees. 

(c)  City-County  Council.  Effective  January  1,  1987,  the  annual  com- 
pensation of  members  of  the  City-County  Council  for  the  calendar  year  1987  and 
thereafter  until  modified  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  in 
an  amount  equal  to  twelve  (12)  percent  of  the  annual  salary  of  the  mayor 
as  fixed  in  subsection  (a). 

2.  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  the 
annual  salary,  a  per  diem  allowance  of  Eighty-Nine  dollars  ($89.00)  for 
each  regular  council  meeting  attended,  not  to  exceed  twenty-one  (21)  in 
any  calendar  year,  attendance  to  be  determined  solely  on  the  basis  of  the 
roll  call  taken  at  the  opening  of  each  regular  meeting. 

3.  Each  member  of  the  city-county  council,  in  addition  to  the  annual  salary 
and  per  diem  for  council  meetings,  shall  receive  a  per  diem  of  Forty-nine 
dollars  ($49.00)  for  attendance  at  each  meeting  of  a  committee  of  which  he 
is  a  member,  not  to  exceed  forty  (40)  meetings  in  any  calendar  year.  The 
council  may  authorize  the  per  diem  fee  to  be  paid  to  a  member  representing 
the  council  on  a  specific  council  assignment. 

4.  In  addition  to  the  annual  salary  and  per  diem  fees,  the  officers  of  the 
council  shall  receive  the  following  additional  compensation: 

(i)  The  president  shall  be  paid  an  additional  annual  compensation  of 

one  thousand  five  hundred  seventy-five  dollars  ($1,575.00); 

(ii)  The   vice   president,  majority  leader   and   minority   leader  shall  be 

paid  an  additional  annual  compensation  of  one  thousand  fifty 
dollars  ($1,050.00);  and 

(iii)  The    chairman    of    each    standing    committee   for  the   president   of 

each  special  service  district  council  shall  be  paid  an  additional 
annual    compensation    of    six    hundred    thirty    dollars    ($630.00). 

(iv)  The  chairman  of  each  special  committee  shall  be  paid  an  additional 

monthly  compensation  at  fifty-two  dollars  ($52.00)  for  each  calen- 
dar during  which  the  committee  meets. 

No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  but  one  additional  compensation  as  provided 
in  this  paragraph  (4).  The  right  to  each  such  additional  compensation  all  be 
established  by  the  council  rules  and  resolutions  providing  for  the  organization 
of  the  council  or  the  establishment  of  the  special  committee. 

(d)  Members  of  the  City-County  Council,  as  part-time  employees,  may 
participate  in  employee  benefit  programs  on  the  same  basis  as  other  elected  and 
part-time  employees  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

SECTION    5.02.    ANNUAL    COMPENSATION    OF    EMPLOYEES    OF    THE    CON- 
SOLIDATED CITY  AND  COUNTY. 

(a)  Pursuant  to  IC  36-3-6-3,  the  City-County  Council  fixes  the  annual  com- 
pensation for  the  calendar  year  1987  for  all  appointed  officers,  deputies  and  employees 
under  its  jurisdiction,  as  set  forth  in  this  section. 
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(b)  For  all  appointed  officers,  deputies  and  employees  of  the  Concolidated 
City,  except  those  of  a  special  service  district,  are  hereby  fixed  by  adopting  the  sche- 
dules of  compensation  in  accordance  with  the  "Position  Evaluation  and  Salary  Admini- 
stration Plan"  established  by  Executive  Order  No.  8,  1977,  or  such  wage  and  salary 
classification  ordinance  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  adopted  for  city-county  emp- 
loyees. For  employees  of  the  City-County  Council,  the  function  of  wage  admini- 
strator shall  be  performed  by  the  President  of  the  City-County  Council  pursuant  to  the 
pertinent  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Council. 

(c)  For  all  appointed  officers,  deputies  and  employees,  whose  compensation  is 
payable  from  the  County  General  Fund  or  any  other  fund  from  which  the  County 
auditor  issues  warrants  for  compensation,  are  hereby  fixed  by  adopting  schedules  of 
compensation  which  shall  be  established  by  the  Mayor  unless  fixed  by  ordinance  of  the 
City-County  Council;  provided,  however,  that  this  subsection  shall  not  effect  the 
salaries  of  judges,  officers  of  courts,  prosecuting  attorneys  and  deputy  prosecuting 
attorneys  whose  minimum  salaries  are  fixed  by  statute. 

(d)  The  respective  amounts  set  forth  in  Sections  1.01  and  2.01  of  this  ordi- 
nance for  personal  services  are  hereby  appropriated  by  salaries,  wages,  compensation 
and  fringe  benefits  associated  therewith.  No  person  whose  compensation  is  subject  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council  shall  be  paid  in  excess  of  the  amounts  scheduled  for 
such  position  pursuant  to  subsections  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  section  without  action  by  this 
Council. 

(e)  The  scheduled  annual  salaries  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  forty  hours  per 
week  for  hourly  paid  employees.  Employees  classified  as  "exempt"  for  purposes  of 
the  Federal  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  shall  be  salaried  and  such  salaries  paid  on  an 
annualized  basis,  and  shall  be  required  to  regularly  work  a  forty-hour  (40)  week, 
except  for  certain  county  offices  which  normally  work  only  thirty-seven  and  one-half 
(37Va)  hours  per  week  in  which  case  the  salary  scheduled  shall  be  reduced  by  5/80  of 
the  scheduled  compensation. 

SECTION  5.03.   NO  VESTED  RIGHTS  CREATED 

The  respective  amounts  specified  for  "Personal  Services"  in  Sections  1.01  and  2.01  are 
appropriated  subject  to  this  section.  No  officer  or  employee,  except  elected  officers 
whose  salaries  are  stated  in  Section  5.01,  shall  have  any  vested  right  to  receive  such 
amount  or  any  minimum  amount  except  as  may  be  accrued  or  otherwise  provided  by 
law.  Control  as  to  any  decrease  in  compensation  shall  be  vested  in  the  body  or  officer 
having  direction  over  the  person  affected,  as  provided  by  law. 

SECTION  5.04.   ENFORCEMENT 

Any  employee  of  the  city  or  county  who  authorizes  the  payment  of,  or  accepts, 
any  salary,  wage  or  compensation,  either  as  to  separate  persons  or  in  gross,  in  excess  of 
that  authorized  in  this  article  or  Sections  1.01  or  2.01,  shall  be  indebted  to  the  city  or 
county  for  repayment  of  the  excess;  and  such  actions  shall  be  grounds  for  impea- 
chment, removal,  or  dismissal  in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

ARTICLE  SIX 
MUNICIPAL  CORPORATIONS'  TAX  LEVIES 

SECTION   6.01.      INDIANAPOLIS-MARION    COUNTY   PUBLIC    LIBRARY  FUND. 

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Indianapolis-Marion  County  Public  Library  Fund, 
there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  or  confirmed  as  may  be  required  by  law,  on  all  real 
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estate  and  improvements  and  all  personal  property  subject  thereto  within  the  County 
of  Marion,  with  the  exception  of  that  located  within  the  City  of  Beech  Grove,  Indiana, 
and  the  Town  of  Speedway,  Indiana,  as  assessed  and  returned  for  taxation  in  said 
County  for  the  year  1986,  collectible  in  the  year  1987,  a  tax  rate  of  twenty-seven  and 
fifty-two  hundredths  cents  ($0.2752)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation 
of  such  taxable  property,  which  levy  is  duly  authorized  by  specific  law. 

SECTION  6.02.  INDIANAPOLIS-MARION  COUNTY  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SINKING 
FUND. 

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Indianapolis-Marion  County  Public  Library  Sinking 
Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed  or  confirmed  as  may  be  required  by  law,  on 
all  real  estate  and  improvements  and  all  personal  property  subject  thereto  within  the 
County  of  Marion,  with  the  exception  of  that  located  within  the  City  of  Beech  Grove, 
Indiana,  and  the  Town  of  Speedway,  Indiana,  as  assessed  and  returned  for  taxation  in 
said  County  for  the  year  1986,  collectible  in  the  year  1987,  a  tax  rate  of  one  and  one 
hundredths  cents  ($0.0101)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  valuation  of  such 
taxable  property,  which  levy  is  duly  authorized  by  specific  law. 

SECTION  6.03.  INDIANAPOLIS  PUBLIC  TRANSPORTATION  CORPORATION 
GENERAL  FUND. 

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Indianapolis  Public  Transportation  Corporation  General 
Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed,  in  the  year  1986,  collectible  in  the  year 
1987,  the  sum  of  three  and  sixty-eight  hundredths  cents  ($0.0368)  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  Con- 
solidated City  of  Indianapolis,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Indianapolis  Public  Transportation  Corporation  General  Fund. 

SECTION  6.04.  INDIANAPOLIS  PUBLIC  TRANSPORTATION  CORPORATION 
BOND  SINKING  FUND. 

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Indianapolis  Public  Transportation  Corporation  Bond 
Sinking  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and  assessed,  in  the  year  1986,  collectible  in  the 
year  1987,  the  sum  of  three  and  nine  hundredths  cents  ($0.0309)  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  Consolidated 
City  of  Indianapolis,  which  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Indianapolis 
Public  Transportation  Corporation  Bond  Sinking  Fund. 

SECTION  6.05.   HEALTH  AND  HOSPITAL  FUND. 

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Health  and  Hospital  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied  and 
assessed  in  1986,  collectible  in  the  year  1987,  the  sum  of  ninety-four  and  fifty-four 
hundredths  cents  ($.9454)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  taxable  property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  Health  and  Hospital  Fund. 

SECTION  6.06.   HEALTH  AND  HOSPITAL  BOND  FUND. 

For  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Health  and  Hospital  Bond  Fund,  there  is  hereby  levied 
and  assessed  in  1986,  collectible  in  the  year  1987,  the  sum  of  eight  and  twenty-four 
hundredths  cents  ($.0824)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  taxable  property  of  said  Marion  County,  which  taxes,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  Health  and  Hospital  Bond  Fund. 


ARTICLE  SEVEN 
COLLECTION  AND  EFFECTIVE  DATE 

SECTION  7.01.   COLLECTION  OF  TAX  LEVIES. 

The    Auditor  of  Marion   County,    Indiana,  is  hereby   ordered    and    directed   to  place 
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all  the  tax  levies  set  forth  in  this  ordinance  (as  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Tax 
Commissioners)  upon  the  property  tax  duplicate.  The  County  Treasurer  of  such 
county,  ex-officio  City  Treasurer,  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  collect  the  levies 
stated  in  Article  One  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  a  Consolidated  City,  and  its  special 
taxing  districts,  and  make  due  report  thereof  as  provided  by  law. 

SECTION  7.02.     EFFECTIVE  DATE. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  beginning  January  1,  1987,  after  passage 
by  the  City-County  Council,  approval  by  the  Mayor,  (or  passage  over  his  veto),  and 
approval  by  the  County  Tax  Adjustment  Board  and  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners 
as  required  by  law;  except  that,  any  part  of  this  ordinance  providing  for  the  budget  or 
appropriating  money  for  an  office  or  officer  of  the  county  provided  for  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  Indiana  or  a  judicial  office  or  officer  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  veto  of  the 
Mayor. 

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  PUBLIC  HEARING 

PROPOSAL  NO.  488,  1986.  This  proposal  appropriates  $60,000  for  the  De- 
partment of  Transportation,  Parking  Meter  Division,  to  repair  curbs  and  sidewalks 
in  the  Mile  Square.  Councillor  Gilmer  moved  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  488, 
1986,  until  the  October  13,  1986,  meeting  of  the  Council.    Consent  was  given. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  519,  1986.  This  proposal  appropriates  $38,318  for  the  Marion 
County  Sheriff  to  fund  the  Sheriffs  portion  of  a  joint  Victim  Assistance  grant 
with  the  Marion  County  Prosecutor's  Office  and  the  Indianapolis  Police  De- 
partment; all  funds  will  be  reimbursed  from  a  federal  grant  received  through 
the  Prosecutor's  Office.  Councillor  Dowden  explained  that  Proposal  No.  519 
authorizes  two  new  positions  (victim  assistants)  and  provides  for  part-time  clerical 
assistance.  The  Public  Safety  and  Criminal  Justice  Committee  on  September  24, 
1986,  recommended  Proposal  No.  519,  1986,  Do  Pass  by  a  6-1  vote.  The  Pre- 
sident called  for  public  testimony  at  10:16  p.m.  There  being  no  one  present  to 
testify,  Councillor  Dowden  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Shaw,  for  adoption.

A  FISCAL  ORDINANCE  amending  the  City-County  Annual  Budget  for  1986  (City- 
County  Fiscal  Ordinance  No.  87,  1985)  appropriating  an  additional  Thirty-eight 
Thousand  Three  Hundred  Eighteen  Dollars  ($38,318)  in  the  County  General  Fund 
for  purposes  of  the  Marion  County  Sheriff  and  reducing  the  unappropriated  and 
unencumbered  balance  in  the  County  General  Fund.

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STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSE  AND  INTENT 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (hereinafter  called  the  "Issuer")  is  a 
municipal  corporation  and  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of  Indiana  and  by  virtue  of 
Indiana  Code  36-7-12  and  36-7-11.9,  as  amended  (hereinafter  called  the  "Act")  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  adopt  this  ordinance  (the  "Bond  Ordinance")  and  to 
carry  out  its  provisions;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  rendered  a 
report  of  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  concerning  the  pro- 
posed financing  of  economic  development  facilities  for  Lifelines  of  Indianapolis,  an 
Indiana  limited  partnership  (the  "Borrower")  and  the  Metropolitan  Development

Trustee,  (6)  Arbitrage  Regulation  Agreement  dated  as  of  October  1,  1986  (the 
"Arbitrage  Regulation  Agreement")  among  the  Issuer,  the  Trustee  and  the  Borrower, 
(7)  Guaranty  Agreement  dated  as  of  October  1,  1986  (the  "Guaranty")  from  Wayne 
M.  Shive  to  the  Trustee,  (8)  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Economic  Development 
Revenue  Bond  (Lifelines  of  Indianapolis  Project),  and  (9)  this  Bond  Ordinance  (all  of 
the  documents  set  forth  above  hereinafter  collectively  called  "Bond  Documents"); 
now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 


SECTION      1.         Findings;  Public  Benefits.     The  City-County  Council  of  the  Issuer 
hereby  finds  and  determines  that  the  Project  to  be  acquired,  constructed  and  installed 
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with  the  proceeds  of  the  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  herein  authorized  are 
"economic  development  facilities"  as  that  phrase  is  used  in  the  Act;  that  acquisition, 
construction  and  installing  of  the  Project  will  increase  employment  opportunities  and 
increase  diversification  of  economic  development  facilities  in  and  near  the  Issuer, 
will  improve  and  promote  the  economic  stability,  development  and  welfare  of  the  area 
in  and  near  the  Issuer  and  will  encourage  and  promote  the  expansion  of  industry,  trade 
and  commerce  in  the  area  in  and  near  the  Issuer  and  the  location  of  other  new  in- 
dustries in  such  area;  and  that  the  public  benefits  to  be  accomplished  by  this  Bond 
Ordinance,  in  tending  to  overcome  insufficient  employment  opportunities  and  in- 
sufficient diversification  of  industry,  are  greater  than  the  cost  of  public  services  (as  that 
phrase  is  defined  in  the  Act)  which  will  be  required  by  the  Project.  The  issuance  of  the 
Bond  identified  in  Section  2  hereof,  comply  with  the  purpose  and  provisions  of  IC 
36-7-12  and  36-7-11.9,  as  amended. 

SECTION  2.  Authorization  of  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond.  In  order  to 
pay  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  acquiring,  constructing  and  installing  the  Project,  there  are 
hereby  authorized  to  be  issued,  sold  and  delivered  $3,700,000  principal  amount  of 
Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  (Lifelines  of  Indianapolis  Project)  of  the  Issuer 
(the  "Bond").    Any  additional  Costs  of  the  Project  will  be  paid  for  by  the  Borrower. 

SECTION  3.  Terms  for  the  Bond.  The  total  principal  amount  of  the  Bond  that 
may  be  issued  is  hereby  expressly  limited  to  $3,700,000.  The  Bond  (a)  shall  be  issued 
in  fully  registered  form  (without  coupons)  in  any  denomination,  (b)  shall  be  lettered 
and  numbered  R-l  and  upward,  (c)  shall  be  executed  by  the  official  manual  or  facs- 
imile signatures  of  the  Mayor  of  the  Issuer  (the  "Mayor")  and  the  Clerk  of  the  City- 
County  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  of  Marion  County,  Indiana  (the 
"Clerk'),  and  the  corporate  seal  shall  be  impressed  or  printed  thereon,  (d)  shall  be 
dated  as  of  the  date  of  issue  and  delivery,  (e)  shall  have  a  final  maturity  of  October  1, 
2016  (a  term  of  approximately  30  years)  and  (f)  shall  have  an  interest  rate  of  eight  and 
one-half  percent  (8-1/2%)  per  annum.  The  Bond  shall  be  due  and  payable  as  set 
forth  in  the  Indenture. 

Under  certain  circumstances  set  forth  in  the  Indenture  relating  to  taxability  for 
federal  income  tax  purposes  of  interest  on  the  Bond,  the  interest  rate  on  the  Bond  shall 
be  increased  to  12.75%  per  annum,  and  the  holders  of  the  Bond  may  be  entitled  to 
additional  interest  and  other  payments. 

Books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Bond  shall  be  kept  by  the  Trustee. 
Principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  shall  be  payable  in  any  coin  or  currency  in 
the  United  States  of  America  which,  at  the  respective  payment  date  is  legal  tender  for 
the  payment  of  public  and  private  debts,  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Trustee  in  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

The  Bond  shall  be  in  such  form,  and  shall  have  such  optional  and  mandatory 
redemption  provisions,  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  other  terms  and  conditions  as  set 
forth  in  the  Indenture.  The  Bond  and  the  interest  thereon  do  not  and  shall  never 
constitute  an  indebtedness  of  or  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  power  of 
the  Issuer,  the  County  of  Marion,  the  State  of  Indiana  or  any  political  subdivision 
thereof,  but  are  limited  obligations  of  the  Issuer  payable  solely  from  revenues  and 
other  amounts  derived  from  the  Note,  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Mortgage  and  the 
Assignment  of  Rents  and  Leases  and  shall  be  secured  as  provided  in  the  Indenture. 
Forms  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Indenture,  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  the 
Mortgage,   the   Assignment    of   Rents   and    Leases,   the    Guaranty    Agreement  and  the

Arbitrage  Regulation  Agreement  are  before  this  meeting  and  are  in  the  form  approved 
and  submitted  by  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  and  are  by  this 
reference  incorporated  in  this  Bond  Ordinance,  and  the  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to 
insert  them  into  the  minutes  of  the  City-County  Council. 

SECTION  4.  Sale  of  the  Bond.  The  City  Controller  or  the  Clerk  are  hereby  auth- 
orized and  directed  to  sell  the  Bond  to  or  upon  the  order  of  the  Purchaser  or  its 
designated  affiliates  and  registered  assigns,  pursuant  to  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement 
at  a  price  of  $3,700,000,  100%  of  par  value. 

SECTION  5.  Approval  of  Bond  Purchase  Agreement.  In  order  to  provide  for  the 
commitment  of  the  Issuer  to  sell  the  Bond  and  of  the  Purchaser  to  purchase  the  Bond, 
the  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  shall  execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Issuer,  a  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  in  substantially  the  form  submitted  to  this  City- 
County  Council,  which  is  hereby  approved  in  all  respects. 

SECTION  6.  Approval  of  Indenture.  In  order  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  the  Bond,  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  shall  execute,  acknowledge  and 
deliver,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer,  an  Indenture  of  Trust  in  substantially 
the  form  submitted  to  this  City-County  Council,  which  is  hereby  approved  in  all 
respects. 

SECTION  7.  Approval  of  Loan  Agreement.  In  order  to  provide  for  the  loan  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  Bond  to  acquire,  construct  and  install  the  Project  and  the  payment 
by  the  Borrower  of  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  premium,  if  any, 
and  interest  on  the  Bond,  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver 
in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Issuer  a  Loan  Agreement  in  substantially  the  form 
submitted    to    this   City-County    Council,   which    is   hereby   approved   in   all  respects. 

SECTION  8.  Acceptance  and  Approval  of  Note.  In  connection  with  the  Bond, 
the  Issuer  accepts  and  approves  the  Note  of  the  Borrower  as  security  for  such  Bond. 
The  Note  shall  be  substantially  the  form  attached  as  Exhibit  B  to  the  Loan  Agreement. 
The  Mayor  and  Clerk  shall  endorse  the  Note  to  the  Trustee. 

SECTION  9.  Authorization  or  Arbitrage  Regulation  Agreement.  The  Issuer  is 
hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  the  Arbitrage  Regulation  Agreement,  in  substantially 
the  form  submitted  to  this  City-County  Council,  which  Arbitrage  Regulation  Agree- 
ment is  hereby  approved  in  all  respects. 

SECTION  10.  Additional  Approval.  The  forms  of  the  Mortgage,  the  Guaranty 
and  the  Assignment  of  Rents  and  Leases  before  this  meeting,  to  be  signed  by  parties 
other  than  the  Issuer  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bond  and  the  security 
therefor,  are  hereby  approved  in  form  and  content,  with  such  changes  and  revisions  as 
may  be  necessary  and  agreed  upon  by  the  parties  thereto. 

SECTION  11.  Approval  of  Bond;  Execution  of  Bond  and  Documents.  The  form  of 
the  Bond  set  forth  in  the  Indenture  presented  to  this  meeting,  subject  to  appropriate 
insertions  and  revisions  in  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Indenture  (as 
executed)  is,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  approved,  and  when  the  same  shall  be  executed 
on  behalf  of  the  Issuer  in  the  manner  contemplated  by  the  Indenture  and  this  Ordin- 
ance in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $3,700,000  it  shall  represent  the  approved 
form  of  the  Bond  of  the  Issuer.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause 
the  bond  to  be  prepared  in  the  form  now  before  this  meeting  and  hereby  approved 
subject  to  appropriate  insertions  and  revisions  in  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
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of  the  Indenture  (as  executed).  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
execute  by  manual  or  facsimile  signatures  and  deliver  the  Indenture,  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, the  Arbitrage  Regulation  Agreement  and  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  (which 
are  hereinafter  collectively  called  the  "Issuer  Documents")  for  and  on  behalf  of,  and  as 
the  act  and  deed  of,  the  Issuer.  The  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  (where 
necessary)  to  attest  by  manual  or  facsimile  signatures  and  impress  the  official  seal  of 
the  Issuer  upon  the  Issuer  Documents  to  which  the  Issuer  is  a  party  and,  where  neces- 
sary, such  other  documents,  certificates  and  instruments  as  may  be  necessary  or 
desirable  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  intent  of  this  Ordinance. 

SECTION  12.  Execution.  The  Mayor  and  the  City  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed 
to  execute  those  Issuer  Documents  which  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Clerk  approved  herein,  and  their  execution  is  hereby  confirmed,  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  and  any  other  document  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to 
consummate  the  transaction.  The  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  on  the  Bond 
may  be  facsimile  signatures.  The  Mayor  and  Clerk  may  by  their  execution  of  the  Issuer 
Documents  requiring  their  signatures  and  imprinting  of  their  facsimile  signatures  on  the 
Bond  or  their  manual  signatures  thereof  approve  changes  therein  and  also  in  those 
Bond  Documents  which  do  not  require  the  signature  of  the  Mayor  and /or  City  Clerk 
without  further  approval  of  this  City-County  Council  or  the  Indianapolis  Economic 
Development  Commission  if  such  changes  do  not  affect  terms  set  forth  in  IC 
36-7-12-27(a)(l)  through  (a)(ll). 

SECTION  13.  Approval  Under  Internal  Revenue  Code.  In  accordance  with  Section 
103(K)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code")  or 
Section  147(f)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "1986  Code"), 
whichever  is  in  effect,  the  issuance  of  the  Bond  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
$3,700,000  to  finance  all  or  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  is  hereby  approved. 
The  Project  will  be  located  at  the  location  and  owned  and  operated  by  the  Borrower, 
all  as  described  in  the  preamble  of  this  Ordinance.  This  approval  is  intended  to  con- 
stitute the  approval  by  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  Issuer  as  required  by  Section 
103(K)  of  the  1954  Code  or  Section  147(f)  of  the  1986  Code,  whichever  is  in  effect. 

SECTION  14.  Election.  The  Issuer  hereby  elects  to  have  the  provisions  of  Section 
103(b)(6)(D)  of  the  1954  Code  or  Section  144(a)(4)  of  the  1986  Code,  whichever  is  in 
effect,  apply  to  the  Bond  authorized  by  this  Ordinance. 

SECTION  15.  Documents  on  File.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  IC  36-1-5-4,  two 
copies  of  all  documents  incorporated  in  this  Ordinance  by  reference  are  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Clerk  for  public  inspection. 

SECTION  16.  Further  Authority.  The  Issuer  shall,  and  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
Issuer  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to,  take  such  action,  and  execute  such  other 
documents,  financing  statements,  certificates  and  instruments  including,  without 
limitation,  the  informational  statement  required  by  Section  103(1)  of  the  1954  Code 
or  Section  149(e)  of  the  1986  Code,  whichever  is  in  effect  and  Arbitrage  Regulation 
Agreement  to  substantiate  the  conclusion  that  the  Bond  is  not  an  "arbitrage  bond" 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  103(c)  of  the  1954  Code  or  Section  149(e)  of  the  1986 
Code,  whichever  is  in  effect  and  the  regulations  promulgated  or  proposed  thereunder, 
as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  intent  of  this 
Ordinance  and  to  carry  out,  comply  with  and  perform  the  duties  of  the  Issuer  with 
respect  to  the  Bond  and  the  Issuer  Documents,  as  executed,  and  all  acts  and  doings  of 
the  officers  of  the  Issuer  which  are  or  have  been  in  conformity  with  the  purposes  and 
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intent  of  this  Ordinance  and  in  furtherance  of  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bond  and 
the  financing  of  the  Project  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  in  all  respects,  authorized,  ap- 
proved, ratified  and  confirmed. 

SECTION  17.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  separable,  and  if  any  section,  phrase  or  provision  shall  for  any  reason  be  declared 
invalid,  such  declaration  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  the  sections, 
phrases  and  provisions  hereof. 

SECTION  18.  Repeal  of  Inconsistent  Ordinances,  Resolutions  and  Orders.  All 
ordinances,  resolutions  and  orders,  or  parts  thereof,  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  are,  to  the  extent  of  such  conflict,  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  19.  Ordinance  Irrepealable.  After  the  Bond  is  issued,  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  and  remain  irrepealable,  until  the  Bond  and  the  interests  and  premium,  if  any, 
thereon  shall  have  been  fully  paid,  cancelled  and  discharged. 

SECTION  20.  Effective  Date.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon 
adoption  and  compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14,  as  amended. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  606,  1986.  This  proposal  is  a  final  bond  ordinance  authorizing 
the  issuance  of  $2,360,000  Economic  Development  First  Mortgage  Revenue 
Bonds,  Series  1986  for  St.  Paul  Home  for  the  Aged  Trust.

mately 1.0  acre  of  land  at  1141-43  North  Sheffield  Avenue.  Bond  financing 
contains  the  following  documents:  Loan  Agreement,  Mortgage  and  Security 
Agreement,  and  Trust  Indenture.  The  Bonds  will  be  sold  to  Swink  &  Company, 
Inc.  as  underwriter.  The  interest  is  payable  semi-annually,  and  the  interest  rate 
shall  not  exceed  12%  per  annum.  The  final  maturity  on  the  principal  will  be 
October  1,  2016.  The  Economic  Development  Committee  on  October  9,  1986, 
recommended  Proposal  No.  606,  1986,  Do  Pass  by  a  6-0  vote.

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  City  of  Indianapolis  to  issue  its  "Economic 
Development  First  Mortgage  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1986  (St.  Paul  Home  for  the  Aged 
Trust  Project)"  in  the  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Two  Million  Three 
Hundred  Sixty  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,360,000)  and  approving  and  authorizing  other 
actions  in  respect  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  rendered  a 
report  of  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  concerning  the  pro- 
posed financing  of  economic  development  facilities  for  St.  Paul  Home  for  the  Aged 
Trust  and  the  Metropolitan  Development  Commission  of  Marion  County  has  com- 
mented thereon;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission,  after  a  public 
hearing  conducted  on  October  8,  1986  pursuant  to  IC  36-7-12-24  and  Section  103 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  adopted  a  Resolution  on  that 
date,  which  Resolution  has  been  previously  transmitted  hereto,  finding  that  the 
financing  of  certain  economic  development  facilities  to  be  developed  by  St.  Paul  Home 
for  the  Aged  Trust  an  Indiana  not-for-profit  charitable  trust  (the  "Company")  con-

trust  complies  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  Indiana  Code  36-7-12  and  Indiana 
Code  36-7-11.9  (collectively  the  "Act")  and  that  such  financing  will  be  of  benefit  to 
the  health  and  welfare  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  has  approved 
the  final  forms  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement,  Trust  Indenture,  Loan  Agree- 
ment, Mortgage  and  Security  Agreement,  First  Mortgage  Note,  Series  1986  and  the 
form  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana  Economic  Development  First  Mortgage 
Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1986  (St.  Paul  Home  for  the  Aged  Trust  Project)  (hereinafter 
referred  to  collectively  as  the  "Financing  Documents")  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  in 
time   to   this  date,   which    Resolution   has  been    transmitted   hereto;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  found  that  the  financing  of  the  economic  development 
facilities  referred  to  in  the  Financing  Documents  consisting  of  the  Project  previously 
approved  by  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  now  presented  to 
this  City-County  Council,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue  bonds,  the  loan  of  the  net 
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proceeds  thereof  to  the  Company  for  the  purposes  of  financing  the  Project,  and  the 
repayment  of  said  loan  by  the  Company  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and  its  citizens  and  does  comply  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

SECTION  2.  The  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  approved  by  the  Indianap- 
olis Economic  Development  Commission  are  hereby  approved  and  all  such  docu- 
ments shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  of  the  City-County  Council  and  kept  on  file  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  or  City  Controller.

SECTION  3.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  shall  issue  its  Economic  Development  First 
Mortgage  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1986  (St.  Paul  Home  for  the  Aged  Trust  Project)  in 
the  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Two  Million  Three  Hundred  Sixty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($2,360,000)  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  loan  to  the 
Company  in  order  to  finance  the  economic  development  facilities,  heretofore  refer- 
red to  as  the  Project,  which  is  more  particularly  set  out  in  the  Financing  Documents 
incorporated  herein  by  reference,  which  Bonds  will  be  payable  as  to  principal,  pre-

This  proposal  appropriates  $60,000  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Transportation,  Parking  Meter  Division,  to  repair  curbs  and  sidewalks  in 
the  Mile  Square.  Councillor  McGrath  stated  that  the  Transportation  Committee 
on  October  8,  1986,  recommended  Proposal  No.  488,  1986,  Do  Pass  by  a  5-0 
vote. 

Mr.  George  Lynch,  Deputy  Director  of  the  Department  of  Transportation,  stated 
that  he  was  not  able  to  provide  much  information  regarding  Proposal  No.  488 
except  that  the  repairs  would  be  conducted  in  areas  of  the  Mile  Square. 

Councillor  Clark  suggested  sending  Proposal  No.  488,  1986,  back  to  committee. 

Councillor  Journey  voiced  opposition  to  sending  Proposal  No.  488  back  to 
committee. 

Recognizing  that  there  was  controversy  regarding  Proposal  488,  the  President 
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asked  for  consent  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  488,  1986,  until  the  October  27, 
1 986.  meeting  of  the  Council.  Consent  was  given. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  576,  1986.  This  proposal  appropriates  $250,855  for  the  De- 
partment of  Administration,  Central  Equipment  Management  Division,  to  pur- 
chase five  one-person  operated  trash  loaders  with  boom  and  bucket  for  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  reduce  the  number  of  injuries  from  heavy  trash 
pickup.  Councillor  West  stated  that  the  Administration  Committee  on  October 
6,  1986,  recommended  Proposal  No.  576,  1986,  Do  Pass  by  a  6-0  vote. 

Councillor  Clark  explained  that  his  current  occupation  involves  some  exposure 
to  various  heavy  equipment  manufactured  and  used  throughout  the  United  States. 
One  type  of  equipment  used  mainly  in  the  ranching  and  oil  industries  may  be 
similar  to  the  type  of  equipment  being  purchased  in  Proposal  576.  He  asked  if 
there  was  a  representative  present  from  the  Department  of  Administration  to 
discuss  the  equipment  being  purchased. 

Mr.  Jim  Garvey,  Administrator  of  the  Central  Equipment  Management  Division  of 
the  Department  of  Administration,  stated  that  various  heavy  equipment  was 
investigated  for  the  Public  Works  Department.  He  added  that  he  would  welcome 
any  of  Councillor  Clark's  suggestions. 

Mr.  Scott  Avery,  Assistant  Controller  for  the  Department  of  Administration, 
stated  that  he  was  not  aware  of  any  urgency  for  the  passage  of  Proposal  576. 

Councillor  Clark  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Schneider,  to  postpone  Proposal 
No.  576,  1986,  until  the  October  27,  1986,  meeting  of  the  Council.  Consent 
was  given. 

PROPOSAL  NO.  604,  1986.  This  proposal  appropriates  $1,100,000  for  the 
County  Auditor  as  a  loan  to  the  County  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  County 
Welfare  Fund,  to  be  repaid  in  1987.  The  County  and  Townships  Committee  on 
October  7,  1986,  by  a  6-0  vote,  recommended  to  ''report  said  proposal  for  action 
without  recommendation".  Councillor  Cottingham  explained  that  the  Auditor's 
Office  had  requested  that  Proposal  604  be  postponed  until  the  Office  could  meet 
with   the  State   Board  of  Tax  Commissioners  on  the  subject.     However,  at  the 
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request  of  the  General  Counsel  for  the  City-County  Council,  the  Committee 
recommended  Proposal  604  for  "action  without  recommendation"  in  order  that 
Proposal  604  could  be  approved  at  the  October  13,  1986,  Council  meeting  if  an 
agreement  was  reached  at  the  meeting  with  the  State  Board.  Councillor 
Cottingham  stated  that  an  agreement  was  made  at  the  meeting  and  moved, 
seconded  by  Councillor  Bradley,  the  following  amendment: 

Mr.  President: 

I  move  that  Proposal  No.  604,  1986,  be  amended  by  substituting  the  following  new 
SECTION  5: 

"SECTION  5.  The  County  Auditor  shall  not 
authorize  payment  of  the  loan  proceeds  herein 
appropriated  until  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Com- 
missioners authorizes  this  expenditure  which  ap- 
proval shall  constitute  increasing  the  County 
Welfare  Sinking  Fund  requirements  for  1987  and 
authorization  for  the  Auditor  to  repay  same  from 
the  first  available  monies  in  the  County  Welfare 
Sinking  Fund  in  1987." 

Councillor  Williams  stated  that  she  and  Councillor  Hawkins  had  requested  addi- 
tional information  on  Proposal  604  at  the  October  7,  1986,  hearing  of  the  County 
and  Townships  Committee.  A  request  was  also  made  that  someone  provide 
a  briefing  on  Proposal  604  at  the  October  13,  1986,  Democrat  Caucus.  Because 
the  information  and  the  briefing  had  not  been  provided,  Councillor  Williams 
moved  to  send  Proposal  No.  604,  1986,  back  to  committee.  Councillor  Hawkins 
seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Robert  Elrod,  General  Counsel  for  the  City-County  Council,  briefly  reviewed 
agreements  reached  at  the  October  10,  1986,  meeting  with  the  State  Board  of  Tax 
Commissioners.  The  Board  basically  objected  to  the  introduced  versions  of 
Proposal  Nos.  604  and  567  because  it  did  not  agree  with  the  loan  being  repaid  out 
of  an  operating  fund.  The  amendments  to  Proposal  Nos.  604  and  567  reflect  that 
the  loan  will  be  repaid  from  the  County  Welfare  Sinking  Fund  rather  than  the 
County  Welfare  General  Fund.  Mr.  Elrod  added  that  the  County  Auditor  was  in 
agreement  with  the  amendments. 

Councillors  Williams  and  Hawkins  withdrew  their  previous  motion. 
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The  President  ruled  that  the  amendment  carried  on  a  voice  vote. 

The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  7:47  p.m.  There  being  no  one 
present  to  testify,  Councillor  Cottingham  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Bradley, 
for  adoption  of  Proposal  No.  604,  1986,  As  Amended. 

Councillor  Borst  urged  Miss  Elizabeth  Samkowski,  Director  of  the  County 
Department  of  Public  Welfare,  to  speak  with  Judge  Payne  of  the  Juvenile  Court 
to  "come  up  with  a  different  system"  for  care  of  wards  in  institutions. 

Councillor  Stewart,  Chairman  of  the  Community  Affairs  Committee,  clarified 
that  the  appropriation  in  Proposal  No.  604  "would  be  given  as  needed  and  not 
in  one  lump  sum". 

Councillor  Stewart  added  that  a  future  hearing  of  the  Community  Affairs  Com- 
mittee would  involve  testimony  from  various  representatives  of  wards  so  that  the 
Committee  would  better  understand  the  financial  charges  of  care  of  wards  in 
institutions. 

Miss  Samkowski  commented  that  she  would  be  glad  to  attend  the  Committee 
hearing  of  the  Community  Affairs  Committee  because  the  Welfare  Department 
has  not  been  able  to  do  anything  about  current  charges  for  care  of  wards  in 
institutions.

WHEREAS,  the  acquisition,  renovation,  installation  and  equipping  of  the  facilities 
will  not  have  an  adverse  competitive  effect  or  impact  on  any  similar  facility  or  facility  of 
the  same  kind  already  constructed  or  operating  or  in  the  same  market  area  or  in  or  about 
Indianapolis,  Indiana;  now  therefore: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  City-County  Council  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  the 
promotion  of  diversification  of  economic  development  and  job  opportunities  in  or  near 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  and  in  Marion  County,  is  desirable  to  preserve  the  health,  safety 
and  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  that  it  is  in  the  public 
interest  that  the  Indianapolis  Economic  Development  Commission  and  said  Issuer  take 
such  action  as  it  lawfully  may  to  encourage  diversification  of  industry  and  promotion  of 
job  opportunities  in  and  near  said  Issuer. 

SECTION  2.  The  City-County  Council  further  finds,  determines,  ratifies  and  confirms 
that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue  bonds  of  the  Issuer  in  an  approximate  amount  of 
$4,350,000  under  the  Act  to  be  privately  placed  or  a  public  offering  with  credit  en- 
hancement for  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation  and  equipping  of  the  Project 
and  the  sale  or  leasing  of  the  Project  to  the  Applicant  or  the  loaning  of  the  proceeds  of 
such  financing  to  the  Applicant  for  such  purposes  will  serve  the  public  purposes  referred 
to  above,  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

SECTION  3.  In  order  to  induce  the  Applicant  to  proceed  with  the  acquisition,  reno- 
vation, installation  and  equipping  of  the  Project,  the  City-County  Council  hereby  finds, 
determines,  ratifies  and  confirms  that  (i)  it  will  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  such  actions 
pursuant  to  the  Act  as  may  be  required  to  implement  the  aforesaid  financing,  or  as  it 
may  deem  appropriate  in  pursuance  thereof;  provided  that  all  of  the  foregoing  shall  be 
mutually  acceptable  to  the  Issuer  and  the  Applicant;  (ii)  it  will  adopt  such  ordinances 
and  resolutions  and  authorize  the  execution  and  delivery  of  such  instruments  and  the 
taking  of  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  and  advisable  for  the  authorization,  issuance 
and  sale  of  said  economic  development  bonds  provided  that  at  the  time  of  the  proposed 
issuance  of  such  bonds  the  aggregate  amount  of  private  activity  bonds  issued  pursuant  to 
such  issue  when  added  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  private  activity  bonds  previously 
issued  during  that  calendar  year  will  not  exceed  the  private  activity  bond  limit  for  such 
calendar  year  it  being  understood  that  the  Issuer  by  taking  this  action  is  not  making  any 
representation  nor  any  assurances  that  any  such  allocable  limit  will  be  available,  that 
inducement  resolutions  in  an  aggregate  amount  in  excess  of  the  private  activity  bond 
limit  may  and  in  all  probability  will  be  adopted,  and  that  the  proposed  Project  will 
have  no  priority  over  other  projects  which  have  applied  for  such  private  activity  bonds 
and  have  received  inducement  resolutions  and  that  no  portion  of  such  private  activity 
bond  limit  has  been  guaranteed  for  the  proposed  project  and  subject  to  the  further 
caveat  that  this  inducement  resolution  expires  June   30,  1987  unless  such  bonds  have 
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been  issued  or  an  Ordinance  authorizing  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  has  been  adopted  by 
the  governing  body  of  the  Issuer  prior  to  the  aforesaid  date  or  unless,  upon  a  showing  of 
good  cause  by  the  Applicant,  the  Issuer  by  official  action  extends  the  term  of  this 
inducement  resolution;  and  (hi)  it  will  use  its  best  efforts  at  the  request  of  the  Applicant 
to  authorize  the  issuance  of  additional  bonds  for  refunding  and  refinancing  the  outstand-

In 
the  event  of  a  sale  of  such  warrants  to  the  Bond  Bank,  the  Mayor,  Controller  and  Clerk 
are  authorized  to  execute  an  Advance  Funding  Agreement  with  the  Bond  Bank  in  a 
form  acceptable  to  the  Controller  and  to  do  such  other  actions  and  execute  such 
documents  as  may  be  required  by  the  Bond  Bank  as  a  condition  to  the  purchase  of 
such  warrants. 

(c)  The  Controller  may  sell  any  or  all  said  warrants  at  public  sale.  Prior  to  the  sale  of 
said  warrants  at  public  sale,  the  Controller  shall  cause  to  be  published  a  notice  of  sale 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  date  of  sale  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation, 
printed  in  the  English  language  and  published  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  as  provided 
by  law.  All  bids  at  public  sale  for  said  warrants  shall  be  sealed  and  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Controller  at  his  office,  and  all  bids  shall  name  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  for 
said  warrants,  or  portion  thereof  bid  for.

The  warrants  may  all  be  delivered  at  one  time  or  in  parcels 
from  time  to  time,  pursuant  to  any  agreements  or  understandings  with  respect  to 
said  delivery  by  and  between  the  Controller  and  the  purchaser  of  the  warrants  at  public 
sale.

PROPOSAL  NO.  688,  1986.  This  proposal  appropriates  $10,000  for  the  Presiding 
Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  for  a  grant  from  the  Department  of  Justice  for 
drug  testing  evaluation.  The  Public  Safety  and  Criminal  Justice  Committee 
on  November  19,  1986,  recommended  Proposal  No.  688,  1986,  Do  Pass  by  a  3-2 
vote.  Councillor  Dowden  explained  that  he  was  not  on  the  prevailing  side  of 
the  Committee's  recommendation  and  asked  Councillor  Shaw  to  make  the  Com- 
mittee report.  Councillor  Shaw  explained  that  urine  samples  would  be  collected 
on  a  random  basis  and  that  the  inmate's  identity  would  be  kept  confidential.  The 
purpose  of  the  testing  is  to  see  if  certain  crimes  are  associated  with  specific 
drugs.  The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  7:31  p.m.  Councillor  Shaw 
moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Hawkins,  for  adoption. 

Councillor  Strader  questioned   the   constitutionality  of  taking  urine   samples. 

Councillor  Shaw  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  inmates  volunteer 
to  participate  in  the  testing  and  that  only  one  out  of  every  five  inmates  are 
tested. 

Councillor  Nickell  explained  that  she  was  not  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  Com- 
mittee's recommendation.  It  is  her  opinion  that  the  test  results  could  be  utilized 
more  efficiently.  The  urine  samples  are  sent  to  Washington,  D.C.  for  testing,  and 
the  test  results  are  kept  at  that  location. 

Councillor  West  read  from  correspondence  from  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the 
Municipal  Court,  Harold  Kohlmeyer.  The  Judge  explained  in  the  letter  the  value 
of  this  criminal  justice  research,  stating  that  a  profile  of  offenders  would  be 
developed,  thus  aiding  in  the  treatment  and  understanding  of  offenders. 
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Councillor  Page  voiced  support  for  passage  of  Proposal  No.  688. 

Councillor  Borst  also  voiced  support  for  passage  of  Proposal  No.  688;  however, 
criticized  the  lack  of  information  from  the  Court  concerning  this  issue. 
Councillor  Borst  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Clark,  to  postpone  Proposal  No. 
688,  1986,  until  the  December  15,  1986,  meeting  of  the  Council.  Consent  was 
given. 


SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  FINAL  ADOPTION 

PROPOSAL  NO.  509,  1986.  This  proposal  amends  the  Code  concerning  the 
transportation  of  hazardous  materials  in  and  through  Indianapolis  and  Marion 
County,  Indiana.  The  Transportation  Committee  on  November  19,  1986, 
recommended  Proposal  No.  509,  1986,  Do  Pass  As  Amended  by  a  2-0-1  vote. 
Councillor  Gilmer  stated  that  the  Transportation  Committee  held  two  lengthy 
hearings  to  discuss  Proposal  No.  509  and  that  the  Committee  recommendation 
was  supported  by  the  trucking  industry. 

Councillor  Coughenour,  sponsor  of  Proposal  No.  509,  stated  that  it  is  difficult  to 
ascertain  what  hazardous  materials  are  being  transported  in  Indianapolis  during 
peak  traffic  times.  Proposal  No.  509  would  allow  a  better  documentation  of  what 
hazardous  materials  are  being  transported  along  with  providing  better  coordin- 
ation of  responses  from  the  various  fire  protection  agencies  in  Marion  County. 
Councillor  Coughenour  added  thatteh  trucking  industry  was  represented  by  the 
Indiana  Motor  Truck  Association  at  the  Transportation  Committee  hearings 
and   that   teh  industry  voiced   support  of  the  Committee's  recommendation. 

Councillor  Clark  recommended  that  the  definition  of  the  downtown  area  in 
Proposal  No.  509  be  changed  so  that  it  would  be  more  easily  understodd  by 
truck  drivers. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  the  definition  of  the  downtown  area  was  re- 
commended by  the  Departments  of  Transportation  and  Public  Safety. 

President  SerVaas  urged  Councillor  Clark  to  articulate  his  suggestion  for  amend- 
ment to  the  General  Counsel. 
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Councillor  Stewart  voiced  several  concerns  regarding  Proposal  No.  509:  1) 
there  are  safety  hazards  because  school  buses  use  1-465;  2)  who  will  be  responsible 
to  enforce  the  new  regulations;  and  3)  it  is  dangerous  for  a  semi  containing 
hazardous  materials  to  be  stopped  along  1-465.  Councillor  Stewart  also  ques- 
tioned the  readiness  of  fire  departments  to  the  new  proposed  regulations. 

Mr.  Gerald  Humphries,  representing  the  Warren  Township  Fire  Department, 
confirmed  that  Warren  Township  may  not  be  ready  to  respond  to  the  proposed 
regulations  and  that  the  newly  formed  Marion  County  Hazardous  Materials  Task 
Force  is  continuing  to  meet  to  discuss  the  transportation  of  hazardous  materials  in 
Marion  County.  It  was  Mr.  Humphries'  opinion  that  the  Marion  County  Sheriffs 
Department  would  have  the  majority  of  responsibility  for  the  proposed  regula- 
tions and  that  enforcement  from  the  state  level  would  be  questionable. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  other  cities  have  passed  similar  legislation 
to  Proposal  No.  509  and  that  there  has  been  a  reported  95%  cooperation  rate. 
Most  companies  transporting  hazardous  materials  have  liability  insurance  which 
would  deter  the  drivers  from  disobeying  the  law. 

Councillor  Stewart  moved  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  509,  1986,  As  Amended, 
until  fire  and  emergency  medical  response  teams  are  prepared. 

Mr.  Humphries  commented  that  the  Warren  Township  Fire  Department  has  been 
actively  training  for  two  years  to  better  respond  to  hazardous  materials  emer- 
gencies. 

Mr.  Humphries  urged  the  Council  not  to  postpone  Proposal  No.  509,  stating  that 
future  funding  for  hazardous  response  teams  depend  upon  passage  of  Proposal  No. 
509. 

Councillor  Howard  voiced  support  for  passage  of  Proposal  No.  509,  1986,  As 
Amended. 

Councillor  Curry  also  voiced  support  for  passage.  He  referred  to  the  Advisory 
Committee  which  would  be  formed  and  expressed  confidence  that  the  Committee 
would  "act  in  prudence  and  would  function  in  a  way  that  transportation  groups 
can  work  under  these  new  regulations". 
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Councillor  Cottingham  introduced  Wayne  Township  Fire  Department  Chief 
Richard  Lamb. 

Mr.  Lamb  stated  that  the  new  regulations  would  be  "putting  the  cart  before  the 
horse".  He  added  that  tools  and  equipment  along  with  sufficient  training  are 
needed  before  passage  of  Proposal  No.  509. 

Councillor  Nickell  mentioned  that  Marion  County  has  been  very  fortunate  not  to 
have  experienced  a  major  hazardous  materials  incident.  She  questioned  evacua- 
tion methods  and  the  dissipation  of  fumes  from  the  downtown  area  should 
an  emergency  occur. 

Councillor  West  moved  to  amend  Proposal  No.  509,  1986,  Committee  Report,  in 
Section  29-432,  subsection  (c)  by  deleting  "6:00  a.m.  to  9:00  a.m.",  and 
substituting  therefor  "7:00  a.m.  to  9:00  a.m."  and  deleting  "3:00  p.m.  to  6:00 
p.m."  and  substituting  therefor  "3:30  p.m.  to  5:30  p.m." 

Councillor  Dowden  seconded  Councillor  Stewart's  previous  motion  to  postpone 
Proposal  No.  509,  1986,  As  Amended. 

President  SerVaas  asked  Councillor  Stewart  to  clarify  the  date  of  postponement. 

Councillor  Stewart  responded  that  the  issue  should  be  postponed  until  after  the 
beginning  of  1987. 

Councillor  Stewart  moved  to  return  Proposal  No.  509,  1986,  back  to  committee. 
Councillor  Dowden  seconded  the  motion. 

Councillor  Clark  suggested  that  a  financial  impact  statement  from  the  Public 
Safety  and  Criminal  Justice  Committee  be  provided  regarding  costs  to  township 
fire  departments  for  the  new  regulations. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  she  would  approach  the  state  legislature  for 
funding  on  this  issue  and  that  the  state  has  a  new  environmental  division.  The 
Auditor  has  been  asked  to  set  aside  $100,000  for  this  issue,  and  a 
not-for-profit  fund  has  already  been  established  to  accept  donations  from 
chemical  companies. 
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President  SerVaas  inquired  if  there  was  any  further  discussion  on  the  motion 
to  return  Proposal  No.  509,  1986,  As  Amended,  to  committee. 

Councillor  Coughenour  noted  that  the  new  regulations  provide  for  a  seven- 
member  committee  to  handle  exceptions  to  this  ordinance.  It  was  her  opinion 
that  the  fire  departments  would  never  express  readiness  to  handle  the  new  regula- 
tions and  that  the  township  fire  departments  know  that  future  funding  is  contin- 
gent upon  passage  of  Proposal  No.  509. 

Councillor  McGrath  referred  to  the  Transportation  Committee  hearings  on  Propo- 
sal No.  509  and  stated  that  there  were  "too  many  people  speaking  on  behalf  of 
other  persons  at  our  meetings".   It  was  his  opinion  that  further  study  was  needed. 

Councillor  Durnil  questioned  the  legality  of  placing  restrictions  on  the  interstate 
system,  specifically,  is  it  allowable  to  place  placquards  on  the  interstate. 

Councillor  Coughenour  stated  that  the  United  States  Department  of  Transpor- 
tation was  contacted  on  the  issue  of  placquarding  and  that  it  would  be 
allowed.  She  asked  Mr.  Richard  Blankenbaker,  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Transportation,  to  address  the  Council. 

It  was  Mr.  Blankenbaker's  opinion  that  postponement  of  Proposal  No.  509  would 
cause  problems.  The  Hazardous  Materials  Task  Force  has  been  meeting  for 
approximately  two  and  one-half  years  and  one  goal  is  to  have  four  or  five  well- 
trained  response  teams  in  the  County  rather  than  having  fourteen  or  fifteen  fire 
departments  responding  to  hazardous  materials  emergencies.  Once  routing  is 
identified  there  would  be  new  protocols  developed  regarding  boundaries.

For  purposes  of  Section  31-6,  the  term  "public  utilities"  includes  com- 
panies which  are  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  as  persons  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  in  communications 
by  wire. 

SECTION  2.  (a)  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of 
any  other  ordinance  or  part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabil- 
ities accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and  penalties  shall 
be  imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance 
had  not  been  adopted. 

(b)  An  offense  committed  before  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  under  any 
ordinance  expressly  or  impliedly  repealed  or  amended  by  this  ordinance  shall  be 
prosecuted  and  remains  punishable  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this 
ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision  (section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  other 
portion)  of  this  ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be 
invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remaining  provisions  shall  not  be  affected,  if  such  remaining 
provisions  can,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended 
by  the  council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this  end  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
are  severable.

d.  The  firefighter  must  work  a  month  before  any  time  can  be 
credited  to  his/her  account. 

e.  Sick  leave  time  will  only  accrue  if  a  firefighter  works  or  is 
paid  for  more  than  one-half  of  the  month;  provided,  how- 
ever, no  firefighter  shall  continue  to  accrue  sick  leave  or 
other  fringe  benefits  while  receiving  pension  disability 
payments. 
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(iii)  Separation  from  employment.  Accrued  sick  leave  will  not  be 
paid  upon  termination,  except  as  follows:  Upon  separation  from 
employment  by  reason  of  death,  or  retirement  under  circum- 
stances such  that  the  employee  should  be  eligible  for  retirement 
benefits  under  state  law,  or  in  the  event  of  a  layoff,  if  such  layoff 
was  anticipated  to  last  longer  than  six  (6)  months,  an  employee 
will  be  entitled  to  compensation  or  accrued  accumulated  sick  leave 
at  one-half  his  or  her  regular  daily  rate  of  compensation. 

(iv)  Carryover.  Accrued  sick  leave  may  be  carried  over  from  year  to 
year. 

(c)  Compliance  with  departmental  policy.  All  sick  leave  due  to  sicknesses, 
accidents  and*  injuries  must  comply  with  departmental  rules,  regulations,  orders  and 
standard  operating  procedures. 

(i)  Unearned  leave.  Sick  leave  cannot  be  used  prior  to  accrual  and 
cannot  be  earned  while  on  any  leave  without  pay  status. 

(ii)  Justification.  The  burden  of  proof  rests  with  the  firefighter  to 
demonstrate  the  department  that  sick  leave  is  justifiable.  The 
department  may  require  a  medical  certificate  or  other  evidence  of 
illness  as  requested.  Sick  leave  is  only  to  be  used  for  personal 
illness  or  injury. 

(iii)  Sick  leave  abuse.  In  the  case  of  sick  leave  abuse,  the  department 
may  designate  such  leave  as  vacation  leave,  leave  without  pay,  or 
as  grounds  for  disciplinary  actions,  including  dismissal. 

(iv)  Charging  sick  leave.  Sick  leave  may  only  be  taken  in  eight  (8) 
hour  increments;  provided,  that  those  firefighters  who  work  on  a 
twenty-four-hour  on/forty-eight-hour  off  shift,  may  only  take  sick 
leave  in  twenty-four-hour  increments. 

(v)  Accrual  of  other  paid  leave.  Vacation  days  shall  accrue  to  fire- 
fighters  while  on  paid  sick  leave. 

SECTION     3.       This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and   effect  upon  adoption  and 
compliance  with  IC  36-3-4-14.

SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  PUBLIC  HEARING 

PROPOSAL  NO.  688,  1986.  This  proposal  appropriates  $10,000  for  the  Presiding 
Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court  for  a  grant  from  the  Department  of  Justice  for 
drug  testing  evaluation.  Councillor  Dowden  explained  that  Proposal  No.  688 
was  postponed  at  the  previous  Council  meeting  in  order  that  additional  information 
be  sent  to  the  Councillors.  Councillor  Dowden  noted  that  the  information  had 
been  furnished  and  moved  for  adoption,  seconded  by  Councillor  Borst. 

Councillor  Nickell  mentioned  that  there  were  other  proposals  being  introduced 
at  this  evening's  meeting  concerning  drug  .testing.  It  was  her  opinion  that  the 
proposals  could  be  a  duplication  of  services. 

Councillor  Borst  supported  passage  of  Proposal  No.  688  by  stating  that  the  Nation- 
al Institution  of  Justice  would  gather  much  valuable  information  from  the  drug 
testing  evaluation.  He  noted  that  no  local  funds  were  involved. 

It  was  Councillor  Schneider's  opinion  that  adequate  study  has  been  conducted 
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for  drug  testing.   He  urged  for  the  defeat  of  Proposal  No.  688. 

Councillor  West  supported  passage  and  stressed  that  the  drug  testing  evaluation  was 
for  "profile  purposes"  only.  He  stated  that  drugs  are  involved  in  a  heavy  portion  of 
overall  crimes. 

The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  7:41  p.m. 

It  was  Councillor  Williams'  opinion  that  the  people  who  are  part  of  the  major  drug 
problem  are  not  located  in  the  Marion  County  Jail.

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Councillor  Page  explained  that  he  voted  "Nay"  on  the  issue  because  within  the  past 
few  months  he  has  spoken  to  several  women  needing  assistance  on  questions 
concerning  child  support.  He  has  referred  the  women  to  the  Prosecutor's  Child 
Support  IV-D  Agency,  but  the  women  have  again  contacted  Mr.  Page  and  have  told 
him  that  the  Prosecutor's  office  was  of  no  help.  Councillor  Page  stressed  that 
better  communication  is  needed  in  this  area.

SECTION  5.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  com- 
pliance with  IC  36-3-4-14. 
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PROPOSAL  NO.  716,  1986.  This  proposal  authorizes  the  City  of  Indianapolis  and 
Marion  County,  Indiana,  to  issue  its  resource  recovery  bonds  (Ogden  Martin  Sys- 
tems of  Indianapolis,  Inc.  Project)  Series  1986.  Councillor  Coughenour  reported 
that  the  City  of  Indianapolis  will  have  no  liability  in  this  $37  million  bond  issue. 
The  Indiana  National  Bank  will  serve  as  trustee.  The  Public  Works  Committee  on 
December  1 1,  1986,  recommended  Proposal  No.  716,  1986,  Do  Pass  by  a  6-0  vote. 
The  President  called  for  public  testimony  at  7:48  p.m. 

Councillor  Dowden  questioned  why  another  $37  million  is  needed  when  the  City 
issued  $109  million  of  bonds  for  Ogden  Martin  in  late  1985. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Gole,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  confirmed  that 
the  City  is  exempt  from  any  liability  arising  from  the  non-payment  of  this  debt. 
Ogden  Martin  has  a  letter  of  credit  from  the  Swiss  Bank  Corporation,  with  a  AAA 
rating. 

Mrs.  Gole  explained  that  there  is  no  mortgage  on  the  Ogden  facility  and  that 
there  is  no  link  for  the  City  between  the  two  bond  issues.  The  bond  issue  approved 
in  1985  involves  the  City  because  of  the  tipping  fee  (10%  of  energy  revenues); 
Ogden's  source  of  revenue  to  repay  the  bond  issue  comes  from  the  management  fee 
and  the  tipping  fee. 

Councillor  SerVaas  stated  that  he  has  studied  the  matter  at  length,  particularly  with 
regard  to  the  City's  involvement  in  the  second  bond  issue.  It  was  Councillor 
SerVaas'  understanding  that  Proposal  No.  716  represents  an  agreement  by  the  City 
to  assist  the  contractor  in  borrowing  additional  funds  that  it  may  or  may  not  apply 
to  this  project.  Dr.  SerVaas  confirmed  that  the  letter  of  credit  was  submitted  and 
that  this  $37  million  bond  issue  is  not  linked  to  the  1985  bond  issue.  He  was 
assured  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  that  the  City  has  no  obligation  on  the  repay- 
ment of  the  bonds  if  Ogden  defaults. 

Councillor  Miller  supported  passage  of  Proposal  No.  716,  noting  that  an  official 
position  statement  was  written  by  bond  counsel  (Ice,  Miller,  Donadio  &  Ryan) 
explaining  that  the  City  has  no  obligation  towards  the  repayment  of  the  bonds.

CITY-COUNTY  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  40,  1986 

A  SPECIAL  ORDINANCE  authorizing  the  Consolidated  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion 
County,  Indiana,  to  issue  its  resource  recovery  revenue  bonds  (Ogden  Martin  Systems  of 
Indianapolis,  Inc.  Project),  Series  1986,  approving  and  authorizing  other  actions  in 
respect  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  ("Board")  and  the  City-County  Council 
of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County  ("Council")  adopted  inducement  resolutions  in  1984 
inducing  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation  and  equipping  of  certain  sewage  and 
solid  waste  facilities  ("Project")  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Raymond  and  Harding 
Streets  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis  ("City");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  has  previously  issued  $109,000,000  of  its  resource  recovery 
revenue  bonds  under  these  inducement  resolutions  to  finance  a  portion  of  the  costs  of 
the  Project  in  December  1985;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  conducted  a  public  hearing  on  December  1,  1986,  in  accor- 
dance with  IC  36-9-31,  as  amended  ("Act")  and  Section  103(k)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1954,  as  amended  and  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  Tax 
Reform  Act  of  1986  ("Code"),  and  adopted  a  resolution  on  that  date  approving  the  plan 
of  financing  of  a  portion  of  the  Project  ("Resolution"),  which  Resolution  was  trans- 
mitted to  this  Council;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  found  in  the  Resolution  that  the  plan  of  financing,  which

and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  in  the  Resolution  recommended  the  adoption  of  this  form 
of  ordinance  ("Ordinance")  by  this  Council  and  has  further  approved  the  substantially 
final  forms  of  the  Financing  Agreement,  dated  as  of  December  1,  1986,  between  the 
City  and  the  Company  ("Agreement");  the  Guaranty  Agreement  dated  as  of  December 
1,  1986  between  the  City  and  Ogden  Corporation  ("Guaranty");  the  Trust  Indenture, 
dated  as  of  December  1,  1986  ("Indenture"),  between  the  City  and  The  Indiana 
National  Bank,  as  Trustee  ("Trustee");  and  a  Purchase  Contract,  relating  to  bonds  issued 
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under  this  Ordinance  ("Bonds"),  as  more  fully  described  herein  ("Purchase  Contract"), 
between  the  City  and  Smith  Barney,  Harris  Upham  &  Co.,  Incorporated  and  City  Securi- 
ties Corporation  (collectively,  "Underwriter")  (the  documents  referred  to  in  this  para- 
graph being  referred  to  herein  collectively  as  "Financing  Documents"  and  further 
approved  the  distribution  of  offering  materials  relating  the  Bonds);  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  has  transmitted  the  Financing  Documents  to  the  Council  for 
approval  of  those  substantially  final  forms;  now,  therefore: 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  It  is  hereby  found  that  (a)  the  financing  of  the  Project;  (b)  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  the  Bonds  officially  designated  as  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Adjustable  Tender 
Resource  Recovery  Revenue  Bonds  (Ogden  Martin  Systems  of  Indianapolis,  Inc.  Pro- 
ject), Series  1986  issued  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$40,000,000  and  the  lending  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Company  under  the 
Agreement;  (c)  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation  and  equipping  of  the  Project; 
(d)  the  payment  of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  purchase  price,  where  necessary,  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Indenture;  (e)  the  assignment  to  the 
Trustee  of  the  City's  rights  under  the  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  to  performance  by 
the  Company  and  Ogden  Corporation;  (f)  the  securing  of  the  Bonds  by  the  granting  of 
the  City's  interest  in  the  Agreement,  the  Guaranty  and  the  Trust  Estate  defined  in  the 
Indenture  to  the  Trustee;  and  (g)  any  future  refunding  of  the  Bonds  comply  with  the 
purposes  and  provisions  of  the  Act  and  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
City  and  its  citizens. 

SECTION  2.  The  substantially  final  forms  of  the  Financing  Documents  are  hereby 
approved,  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference,  shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes  of  the 
Council  and  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
IC  36-1-5-4.  Two  copies  of  each  of  the  Financing  Documents  are  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Clerk  for  public  inspection  pursuant  to  that  statute. 

SECTION  3.  The  City  shall  issue  its  Adjustable  Tender  Resource  Recovery  Revenue 
Bonds  (Ogden  Martin  Systems  of  Indianapolis,  Inc.  Project),  Series  1986,  in  the  total 
principal  amount  not  exceeding  $40,000,000  and  maturing  not  later  than  December  1, 
2016  (with  the  final  maturity  date  to  be  set  forth  in  the  Indenture  at  the  time  of  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds),  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  to  finance  a  portion  of  the 
Project,  all  as  described  and  defined  in  the  Indenture  and  as  more  particularly  set  out  in 
the  Agreement,  which  Bonds  will  be  payable  as  to  principal,  premium,  if  any,  purchase 
price,  where  necessary,  and  interest  solely  from  the  revenues  and  receipts  arising  out  of 
or  in  connection  with  the  Agreement  or  as  otherwise  provided  or  described  therein,  or, 
to  the  extent  paid  out  of  moneys  attributable  thereto,  the  Guaranty,  drawings  under  a 
letter  of  credit,  payments  under  an  insurance  policy  or  drawings  or  payments  under 
another  credit  enhancement  facility  or  liquidity  facility  as  further  set  forth  in  the 
Indenture.  The  Bonds  bearing  interest  at  variable  rates  (as  provided  in  the  Indenture) 
("Daily  Bonds"  and  "Weekly  Bonds")  or  at  a  short  term  interest  rate  (as  defined  in  the 
Indenture)  ("Short-Term  Interest  Rate  Bonds")  shall  be  issued  only  in  fully  registered 
form,  may  be  issued  in  denominations  of  $100,000  or  integral  multiples  of  $5,000  in 
excess  thereof,  unless  converted  to  a  long  term  interest  rate  (as  provided  in  the  Inden- 
ture) ("Long-Term  Interest  Rate  Bonds")  in  which  case  the  Long-Term  Interest  Rate 
Bonds  will  be  issued  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  integral  multiples  thereof,  and  shall 
be  redeemed  as  provided  in  the  Indenture.  Payments  of  principal,  premium,  if  any,  and 
interest  (at  redemption  or  maturity)  on  the  Bonds  are  payable  at  the  principal  corporate 
trust  office  of  the  Trustee  or  any  paying  agent  or  tender  agent  appointed  in  accordance 
with    the    Indenture.      Payments   of  interest  (other  than  as  described   in  the  foregoing 
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sentence)  are  payable  by  check  or  draft  mailed,  or,  in  certain  circumstances,  wire  trans- 
fer, to  the  registered  address  of  the  registered  owners  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall 
never  constitute  a  general  obligation  of,  an  indebtedness  of,  or  a  charge  against  the 
general  credit  or  public  funds  of  the  City,  nor  are  the  Bonds  a  debt  of  the  City  under  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

SECTION  4.  The  Mayor  and  Controller  are  authorized  and  directed  to  sell  such  Bonds 
to  the  Underwriter  pursuant  to  the  Purchase  Contract  at  rates  of  interest  determined 
according  to  the  Indenture,  but  in  no  event  to  exceed  15%  per  annum,  at  a  price  not  less 
than  97%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  5.  The  Mayor,  Controller  and  the  Clerk  are  authorized  and  directed  to 
execute,  attest,  affix  or  imprint  by  any  means  the  City  seal  to  the  Financing  Documents 
and  any  other  document  or  closing  certificate  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  to 
consummate  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Ordinance,  including  the  Bonds.  The 
Mayor  and  the  Controller  are  expressly  authorized  to  approve  any  modifications  or 
additions  to  the  Financing  Documents  which  take  place  after  the  date  of  this  Ordinance 
after  consultation  with  the  Corporation  Counsel;  it  being  the  express  understanding  of 
this  Council  that  the  Financing  Documents  are  in  substantially  final  form,  respec- 
tively, as  of  the  date  of  this  Ordinance.  The  approval  of  these  modifications  or  additions 
shall  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  attestation  thereof,  if  such  execu- 
tion or  attestation  is  necessary  for  the  particular  Financing  Document  and  the  affixing  of 
the  seal  thereto  or  the  imprinting  of  the  seal  thereon,  where  necessary,  as  approved  by 
this  Council  by  this  Ordinance  without  further  consideration  by  this  Council;  provided, 
however,  that  no  such  modification  or  addition  shall  change  the  maximum  principal 
amount  of,  maximum  interest  rate  or  rates  on,  or  the  manner  in  which  the  interest  rate 
or  rates  will  be  determined,  or  the  final  maturity  of  the  Bonds  without  further  consider- 
ation by  this  Council.  The  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Controller  on  the  Bonds  may 
be  either  manual  or  facsimile  signatures  and  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  as  set  forth  in 
the  Indenture.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  arrange  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to  the 
Trustee.  Payment  for  the  Bonds  will  be  made  to  the  Trustee  and  after  such  payment  the 
Bonds  will  be  delivered  by  the  Trustee  to  the  Underwriter.  The  Controller  and  the 
Trustee  may,  however,  arrange  with  the  Underwriter  to  allow  the  Underwriter  to  have 
custody  of  the  Bonds  prior  to  the  time  of  actual  delivery  and  payment  for  purposes  of 
making  arrangements  for  the  final  delivery  of  the  Bonds  to  the  ultimate  purchasers  so 
long  as  no  such  final  deliveries  are  made  until  payments  to  the  Trustee  are  made  as  set 
forth  in  this  Section. 

SECTION  6.  The  distribution  by  the  Underwriter  of  offering  materials  containing  a 
description  of  the  Bonds  and  the  City  relating  to  the  Bonds  is  hereby  approved. 

SECTION  7.  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  the  Indenture  securing  the  Bonds 
shall  constitute  contracts  binding  between  the  City  and  the  respective  owners  of  the 
Bonds,  and  after  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  this  Ordinance  shall  not  be  repealed  or 
amended  in  any  respect  which  may  adversely  affect  the  rights  of  any  such  owner  so  long 
as  any  Bonds  or  the  interest  thereon  remains  unpaid. 

SECTION  8.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  or  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  9.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  com- 
pliance with  IC  36-3-4-14. 
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SPECIAL  ORDERS  -  FINAL  ADOPTION 

PROPOSAL  NO.  486,  1986.  This  proposal  amends  the  Code  by  establishing 
benefits  for  members  of  the  Marion  County  Sheriffs  Department.  Councillor 
Dowden  explained  that  the  benefits  are  similar  to  those  provided  for  members 
of  the  Indianapolis  Fire  and  Police  Departments.  The  proposal,  as  amended, 
was  supported  by  both  the  City-County  Legal  Division  and  Mr.  Mike  Owens,  Labor 
Negotiator  for  the  City.  The  Public  Safety  and  Criminal  Justice  Committee  on 
December  10,  1986,  recommended  Proposal  No.  486,  1986,  Do  Pass  As  Amended 
by  a  7-0  vote. 

Councillor  SerVaas  noted  that  Proposal  No.  486  was  "revenue  neutral",  i.e.  that  it 
does  not  affect  pay  scales  or  change  fringe  benefits. 

Councillor  Dowden  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Howard,  for  adoption.  Pro- 
posal No.  486,  1986,  As  Amended,  was  adopted  on  the  following  roll  call  vote;  viz:

iii.   Unearned  Leave. 


Sick  leave  cannot  be  used  prior  to  accrual  and 
cannot  be  earned  while  on  any  leave  without  pay 
status. 

Justification.  The  burden  of  proof  rests  with  the 
deputy  to  convince  the  Department  that  sick  leave  is 
justifiable.  The  Department  may  require  medical 
certificate  or  other  evidence  of  illness  as  requested. 
Sick  leave  is  only  to  be  used  for  a  personal  doctor's 
appointment  and /or  personal  illness. 

Sick  Leave  Abuse.  In  the  case  of  sick  leave  abuse  the 
Department  may  designate  such  leave  as  vacation 
leave,  leave  without  pay,  or  as  grounds  for  disci- 
plinary action,  including  dismissal. 

Separation  from  Employment.  Accrued  sick  leave 
will  not  be  paid  upon  termination,  except  upon

This  figure  may  be  arrived  at  by  computing  each  of  three  (3)  four-month  periods 
separately  during  the  year  as  set  forth  in  Departmental  regulations,  and  awarding  one 
day  of  compensatory  leave  (perfect  attendance  day)  for  each  four-month  period  in 
which  an  active  member  of  the  Department  requires  no  sick  leave.  Compensatory  leave 
days  (perfect  attendance  days)  earned  under  this  section  must  be  used  pursuant  to 
Departmental  regulations. 

(d)  Compliance  with  Departmental  Policy.  All  sick  leave  related  to  non- 
duty  sicknesses,  accidents  and  injuries  must  comply  with  Departmental  rules,  regu- 
lations, orders  and  standard  operating  procedures. 

Sec.  23-1/2  -  49.   Holidays. 

Deputies  scheduled  to  work  five  (5)  days  followed  by  two  (2)  days  off  shall  receive  ten 
(10)  paid  holidays  annually  pursuant  to  Departmental  regulations.  Deputies  scheduled 
to  work  a  five-two/five-three  (5-2-5-3)  schedule,  shall  not  receive  paid  holidays.  The 
scheduling  of  Deputies  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  Sheriff  and  may  be  regulated  by 
Departmental  guidelines.

ARTICLE  III.    AMATEUR  ATHLETIC  EVENTS 

Sec.  22-51.   Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  article,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  in 
this  section. 

^Amateur  Athletic  Event  -  an  athletic  event  or  competition  organized  under  the  juri- 
sdiction of  a  national  or  international  governing  body  which  is  authorized  to  promote, 
encourage  and  organize  amateur  athletics. 

Concessionaire  -  a  person  authorized  by  the  local  committee  and  designated  by  the 
controller  to  sell  merchandise,  food  or  beverages  in  conjunction  with  the  amateur 
athletic  event. 

Designated  Premises  -  a  specific  facility  or  geographic  location,  designated  by  the  local 
committee  and  approved  by  the  controller,  at  which  either  a  sanctioned  activity  or  a 
sponsored  activity  will  occur;  such  a  facility  or  geographic  location  sited  adjacent  to  a 
venue. 

Local  Committee  -  a  local  group  granted  the  authority  by  a  national  or  international 
governing  body  to  organize  and  host  an  amateur  athletic  event. 
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Sanctioned  Activity  -  an  activity  or  special  event  not  conducted  by  the  local  com- 
mittee, but  which  has  been  approved  by  the  local  committee  as  an  opportunity  to 
encourage  community  support  for  the  amateur  athletic  event. 

Sponsored  Activity  -  an  activity  or  special  event  conducted  by  the  local  committee,  for 
the  purpose  of  supporting  the  amateur  athletic  event. 

Venue  -  a  location  designated  by  the  local  committee  at  which  some  portion  of  the 
amateur  athletic  event  will  be  held. 

Sec.  22  -  52.   Legislative  policy. 

(a)  The  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  as  the  Amateur  Sports 
Capital  of  America,  desires  to  encourage  and  promote  amateur  athletic  events  in  the 
community,  and  desires  to  foster  a  festive  community  atmosphere  in  conjunction  with 
amateur  athletic  events. 

(b)  The  City  recognizes  the  importance  of  its  role  in  the  success  of  amateur 
athletic  events,  and  desires  to  encourage  a  maximum  number  of  opportunities  whereby 
the  community  may  illustrate  its  support  of  amateur  athletic  events. 

Sec.  22  -  53.   Sales  permitted;  concessions  authorized. 

(a)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Code,  there  shall  be  permitted 
the  sale  of  merchandise,  food  or  beverages  in  conjunction  with  amateur  athletic  events. 

Such  sales  will  be  permitted  only  as  follows: 

(1)  Sanctioned  Activities  -  the  local  committee  shall  notify  the  Controller  not 
less  than  seventy-two  (72)  hours  prior  to  any  sanctioned  activity  to  be  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  amateur  athletic  event,  of  the  date  and  time  of  such 
activity,  and  of  the  designated  premises  at  which  the  sanctioned  activity  is  to 
occur.  Persons  designated  by  the  controller  as  concessionaires  pursuant  to  this 
article  shall  be  permitted  to  sell  merchandise,  food  or  beverages  at  the  desi- 
gnated premises  only  up  to  one  hour  prior  to  the  activity,  and  up  to  one  hour 
following  the  conclusion  of  the  activity. 

(2)  Sponsored  Activities  -  the  local  committee  shall  notify  the  controller  not 
less  than  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  any  sponsored  activity  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  amateur  athletic  event,  of  the  date  and  time  of  such  activity,  and  of 
the  designated  premises  at  which  the  sponsored  activity  is  to  occur.  Persons 
designated  by  the  controller  as  concessionaires  pursuant  to  this  article  shall  be 
permitted  to  sell  merchandise,  food  or  beverages  at  the  designated  premises 
only  up  to  one  hour  prior  to  the  activity,  and  up  to  one  hour  following  the 
conclusion  of  the  activity. 

(3)  Venues  -  the  local  committee  shall  notify  the  controller  not  less  than 
fourteen  (14)  days  prior  to  the  start  of  any  athletic  competition  scheduled  at  a 
venue,  of  the  dates  and  times  such  competition  will  occur,  and  of  the  location 
of  such  venue.  Persons  designated  by  the  controller  as  concessionaires  pur- 
suant to  this  article  shall  be  permitted  to  sell  merchandise,  food  or  beverages 
at  a  designated  premises  adjacent  to  the  venue  only,  up  to  two  hours  prior  to 
any  competition,  and  up  to  two  hours  following  the  conclusion. of  any  com- 
petition. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Code,  there  shall  be  permit- 
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ted  the  erection  of  booths,  stands  and  concessions  for  the  sale  of  merchandise,  food  or 
beverages  in  conjunction  with  amateur  athletic  events.  Such  booths,  stands  and 
concessions  shall  only  be  erected  as  follows: 

(1)  Sanctioned  Activities  -  for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty-four  (24)  hours 
prior  to  the  start  of  the  activity. 

(2)  Sponsored   Activities  -  for  a  period  not  exceeding  forty-eight  (48)  hours 
prior  to  the  start  of  the  activity. 

(3)  Venues  -  for  a  period  not  exceeding  seventy-two  (72)  hours  prior  to  the 
start  of  the  activity. 

Such  booths  shall  be  removed  not  more  than  twenty-four  (24)  hours  following  the 
conclusion  of  the  activity.  No  booth  shall  be  erected  in  the  right-of-way  unless  such 
right-of-way  is  closed  by  order  of  the  department  of  public  safety. 

Sec.  22  -  54.    Designation  of  concessionaires. 

Concessionaires  designated  pursuant  to  this  article  shall  be  designated  by  the 
controller  with  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  local  committee.  Persons  so 
designated  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  sell  merchandise,  food  or  beverages  in 
accordance  with  a  list  submitted  by  the  local  committee  to  the  controller. 

Sec.  22  -  55.    Identification  of  concessionaires. 

(a)  Streamer  badges  shall  be  provided  by  the  controller  to  concessionaires 
designated  pursuant  to  this  article.  Such  badges  shall  be  worn  as  a  means  of  identi- 
fication by  the  concessionaire. 

(b)  Any  person  designated  as  a  concessionaire  shall  furnish  the  controller  with 
his  name,  business  address,  and  any  other  such  information  as  the  controller  shall  deem 
appropriate  in  order  to  assign  one  (1)  badge  to  one  (1)  concessionaire. 

Sec.  22  -  56.   Prices  to  be  posted. 

(a)  Each  concessionaire  designated  pursuant  to  this  article  shall  file  with  the 
controller  a  schedule  of  prices  for  merchandise,  food  or  beverages  to  be  sold.  Such 
schedule  of  prices  may  only  be  changed  upon  ten  (10)  days1  written  notice  to  the 
controller. 

(b)  Each  concessionaire  shall  prominently  display  a  schedule  of  prices  whenever 
the  concessionaire  is  engaged  in  selling  merchandise,  food  or  beverages  pursuant  to  this 
article. 

Sec.  22  -  57.   Limitations. 

(a)  The  controller  shall  designate  concessionaires  pursuant  to  this  article  no 
earlier  than  eighteen  (18)  months  prior  to  the  opening  day  of  the  amateur  athletic 
event. 

(b)  The  controller  shall  not  designate  concessionaires  pursuant  to  this  article 
after  December  31st  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  amateur  athletic  event  occurs. 

(c)  The  maximum  time  for  which  a  person  may  be  designated  as  a  conces- 
sionaire pursuant  to  this  article  shall  not  exceed  one  year;  the  controller,  in  his  discre- 
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tion,  may  renew  such  designations  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one  additional  year. 
Sec.  22  •  58.   Violations. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  conducting  concessions  pursuant  to  this 
article  to  charge  prices  in  excess  of  the  schedule  on  file  with  the  controller. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  conduct  business  as  a  concessionaire  without  dis- 
playing the  streamer  badges  provided  for  in  this  article. 

(c)  The    controller   may  withdraw  the  streamer  badge  of  any  concessionaire 
found  violating  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

(d)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  conduct  business  as  a  concessionaire 
at  a  place  other  than  a  venue  or  a  designated  premises.

Councillor  West  referred  to  the  December  8th  Committee  minutes  and  explained 
that  testimony  in  Committee  included  remarks  from  C.E.I.  (Cable  Entertainment, 
Inc.)  who  desires  to  have  its  programming  prepared  under  the  American  Cable- 
vision  franchise  agreement,  which  includes  the  Black  Entertainment  Network  and 
its  own  local  programming  to  interconnect  with  Indianapolis  Cablevision  through 
the  interconnect  cables  between  American  and  Indianapolis.  Discussion  between 
Comcast  and  the  Indianapolis  Black  Media  Coalition  have  not  resulted  in  fully 
satisfying  C.E.I,  and  its  president,  Lorenzo  Crowley. 

Councillors  Shaw  and  Boyd  requested  that  Ms.  Peppi  L.  Riggins,  Director  of  the 
Indianapolis  Black  Media  Coalition,  be  allowed  to  address  the  Council. 

President  SerVaas  added  that  there  was  also  a  request  from  Councillor  Journey 
to  allow  Mr.  Crowley  to  address  the  Council. 

Councillor  West  stated  that  both  Mr.  Crowley  and  Ms.  Riggins  spoke  to  the 
Administration  Committee. 

President  SerVaas  explained  that  Proposal  No.  714,  1986,  was  not  scheduled  for 
public  hearing  but  that  if  there  were  no  objections,  both  persons  would  be 
allowed  to  speak  to  the  Council  for  a  few  brief  moments. 

Ms.  Riggins  stated  that  some  issues  are  yet  to  be  resolved,  such  as  an  under- 
standing of  how  technicalities  for  the  system  will  interconnect.  She  added  that 
C.E.I,  has  consistent  programming  but  there  is  still  a  need  for  commercials  and 
programming  in  certain  areas  of  the  Black  community.  The  Coalition  had  urged  a 
two-year  term  for  the  contract  rather  than  the  one-year  term  which  was  approved. 

Councillor  SerVaas,  reading  from  information  provided  by  the  Council's  Research 
Director,  Thomas  Stoughton,  stated  that  the  Cable  Communications  Policy  Act  of 
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1984  states  that  "a  cable  operator  may  not  be  required,  as  part  of  a  request  for 
proposals  or  as  part  of  a  proposal  for  renewal  ...  to  designate  channel  capacity 
for  any  use  .  .  .  except  as  provided  in  Sections  61 1  and  637  .  .  .  Section  611  of 
this  Act  allows  requirements  for  public  educational  and  government  use.  .  .  " 
Councillor  SerVaas  explained  that  C.E.I.'s  request  does  not  fall  under  the  City's 
allowable  actions  as  defined  by  the  Cable  Communications  Policy  Act  of  1984, 
i.e.  the  City  does  not  have  the  authority  to  mandate  that  interconnecting  between 
American  and  Indianapolis  Cablevision  must  include  the  C.E.I.'s  request. 

Councillor  SerVaas  stressed  that  negotiations  should  be  conducted  between 
private  parties  and  that  the  Council  cannot  influence  either  side  toward  a  contract 
stipulation.  He  urged  persons  having  difficulties  with  cable  franchises  to  contact 
the  Cable  Franchise  Board. 

Mr.  Crowley  explained  that  "the  issue"  before  the  Council  is  not  to  make  further 
contract  negotiations  at  this  time  but  rather  to  enable  C.E.I,  to  provide  sufficient 
programs  to  serve  the  Black  community.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  FIRE  SPECIAL  SERVICE  DISTRICT  COUNCIL

SECTION    1.  Part  III  of  Appendix  A  of  the  "Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion 

County,  Indiana"  as  amended  by  F.S.S.D.  G.O.  No.  1,  1986,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  words  underlined  and  deleting  the  words  crosshatched  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.    Chief. 

(a)  The  director  of  public  safety  shall  appoint  a  chief  of  the  Indianapolis  Fire 
Department  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  director.  The  chief  shall  be  selected 
from  members  of  the  department  who  hold  the  permanent  merit  rank  of  captain  or

Sec.  2.      Fire  merit  board. 

(a)  There  shall  be  established  a  civilian  fire  merit  board  which  shall  consist  of  five 
(5)  members  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  director.  The  director  shall  appoint 
members  to  the  merit  board  from  among  residents  of  the  fire  special  service  district 
and  no  member  appointed  to  the  merit  board  shall  be  a  member  of  the  department  or 
hold  elective  or  appointive  office  in  either  a  city,  town,  township,  county  or  state 
government.  All  appointments  to  the  merit  board  shall  be  for  a  term  of  two  (2)  years 
and  all  persons  appointed  shall  serve  during  their  respective  terms  and  until  their 
respective  successors  shall  be  appointed  /aWfWAfaflSflWJ.  Any  member  of  the  merit  board 
may  be  removed  by  the  director  with  or  without  cause  without  right  of  hearing.

(1)  Applicants  must  pass  a  complete  physical  examination  and  a  psychological  ex- 
amination in  accordance  with  state  law.  The  psychological  examination 
shall  be  given  by  an  individual  approved  by  the  state  board  of  examiners 
in  psychology  or  the  state  board  of  medical  registration.  If  a  written  psy- 
chological examination  is  administered,  such  examination  shall  be  approved  by 
the  state  board  of  examiners  in  mental  health  or  the  state  board  of  medical 
registration,  in  accordance  with  psychological  examinations  approved  by  the 
PERF  board  in  consultation  with  the  commissioner  of  mental  health.  Ap- 
plicants may  be  required  to  pay  up  to  one-half  (1/2)  of  the  costs  of  the 
required  physical  and  psychological  examinations,  in  accordance  with  ap- 
plicable departmental  rules. 

(2)  Applicants  must  pass  a  written  examination  to  evaluate  both  aptitude  and 
intellectual  capacity  for  fire  work. 

(3)  Applicants  must  pass  a  job-related  agility  test. 

(4)  Applicants  shall  have  a  structured  oral  interview  as  established  by  the  fire 
merit  board. 

The  rules  and  procedures  for  the  above  requirements  shall  be  set  by  the  chief  of  the 
department  with  the  approval  of  merit  board. 

(c)  The  personnel  branch  shall  prepare  a  list  of  those  applicants  eligible  for 
appointment  ranked  in  order  of  their  total  combined  score.  The  written  examination 
shall  constitute  no  more  than  fifty  (50)  percent  of  the  applicant's  total  eligibility  score. 
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Prior  to  the  creation  of  the  eligibility  list,  the  personnel  branch,  with  approval  of  the 
merit  board,  shall  establish  the  weight  of  each  of  the  components  of  the  applicant 
process. 

(d)  Beginning  with  the  applicant  having  the  highest  eligibility  score  on  the 
eligibility  list,  the  department  shall  conduct  a  background  investigation  into  the 
personal  history  and  character  of  the  applicant.  Any  information  indicating  that  the 
applicant  has  engaged  in  any  conduct  or  activities  which  would  warrant  the  disquali- 
fication of  the  applicant  from  appointment  to  the  department  shall  be  forwarded  to 
the  chairman  of  the  personnel  branch  and  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the  applicant's  file. 
The  file  shall  be  presented  by  the  chairman  of  the  personnel  branch  to  the  merit  board 
which  shall  determine  whether  said  conduct  or  activities  are  such  as  to  disqualify  the 
applicant  for  appointment. 

(e)  Final  eligibility  lists  prepared  as  the  result  of  an  applicant  screening 
process  shall  be  in  effect  for  two  (2)  years  or  until  a  new  eligibility  list  for  the  next 
process  is  final,  whichever  occurs  sooner.  The  merit  board  shall  establish  procedures 
for  the  management  of  the  final  eligibility  list. 

Any  applicant  who  personally  or  through  any  other  person  solicits  any  member  of 
the  merit  board  to  favor  his  appointment  or  reinstatement  to  the  department  shall  be 
thereby  rendered  ineligible  for  any  such  appointment. 

Sec.  4.     Vacancies;  training  academy  for  recruits;  probationary  period. 

(a)  The  chief  shall  appoint  as  recruit  trainees  such  applicant  or  applicants  as 
are  necessary  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  exist  in  the  department.  Eighty  (80)  percent 
of  said  vacancies  to  be  appointed  at  one  time  by  the  chief  shall  be  filled  by  taking  the 
applicant  having  the  highest  score  on  the  final  eligibility  list  and  proceeding  down  the 
list  in  order  1Ntell&Ht±  The  chief  shall  fill  the  remaining  twenty  (20)  percent  of  the 
vacancies  by  selecting  any  person  remaining  on  the  final  eligibility  list.  In  selecting 
candidates,  consideration  shall  be  given  to  I.C.  36-8-4-10. 

Recruit  trainees  shall  be  assigned  to  the  fire  training  academy  for  a  training 
course  prescribed  by  the  chief  with  the  approval  of  the  merit  board.  No  recruit  trainee 
shall  be  assigned  to  regular  active  duty  until  he  has  attended  and  successfully  com- 
pleted the  training  course  so  prescribed.  Failure  to  complete  the  course  successfully 
shall  result  in  dismissal  from  the  department.  After  completing  the  training  course,  the 
recruit  trainee  shall  be  elevated  to  the  probationary  rank  of  firefighter  and  shall  be 
assigned  to  regular  active  duty.  The  probationary  period  shall  last  for  one  year  of 
actual  service  from  the  date  of  the  recruit  trainee's  graduation  from  the  training 
academy.  Each  firefighter  shall  be  evaluated  monthly  during  this  period  by  his  im- 
mediate supervisor  pursuant  to   the  evaluation  system  provided  for  in  this  appendix. 

The  appointment  of  the  firefighter  becomes  permanent  when  he  has  successfully 
completed  the  one-year  probationary  period. 

(b)  While  an  individual  is  in  the  status  of  recruit  trainee  or  probationary 
firefighter,  the  chief  may  terminate  or  temporarily  suspend  an  individual  for  cause, 
without  right  to  any  hearing  before  the  merit  board. 

(c)  The  personnel  branch,  with  the  approval  of  the  director,  shall  be  author- 
ized to  conduct  such  recruiting  and  publicity  campaigns  in  any  county  of  this  state  as

it  may  determine  to  be  necessary  to  attract  an  adequate  number  of  qualified  persons  to 
become  members  of  the  department. 

Sec.  5.    Retirement. 

A  member  of  the  fire  department  shall  be  required  to  retire  from  the  department  n# 
MtmiMIM BMHfimMI'WMM tifflmtl consistent  with  state  and  federal  guidelines 
or  upon  his/h/bf  failure  to  meet  minimum"  medical/fitness  standards  adopted  by  the 
department.  Such  minimum  medical/fitness  standards  shall  be  job-related  and  esta- 
blished with  the  assistance  of  an  independent  consultant  to  the  department. 

Sec.  6.    Rules  and  regulations  of  the  department. 

(a)  Within  the  limits  of  this  appendix,  the  chief,  with  the  approval  of  the 
director,  shall  prescribe,  adopt  an  put  into  effect  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  department  as,  from  time  to  time,  he  deems  appropriate.  Within 
the  limits  of  this  appendix,  the  chief,  with  the  approval  of  the  merit  board,  shall 
establish  a  classification  of  ranks,  grades  and  positions  in  the  department  and  shall 
designate  the  authority  and  responsibilities  of  each  rank,  grade  and  position.  The  chief 
shall  have  authority  to  assign  or  reassign  any  member  of  the  department  to  serve  at  any 
fire  station  or  headquarters,  within  the  limits  of  the  appendix,  and  to  perform  such 
duties  as  he  shall  designate,  provided  such  grade  and  assignment  results  in  no  decrease 
in  the  firefighter's  merit  rank  and  provided,  the  firefighter's  minimum  salary  is  com- 
mensurate with  his  merit  rank.  The  chief  shall  be  authorized  to  make  maximum  use  of 
civilian  employees  in  any  position  in  the  department  so  as  to  release  firefighters  to 
perform  essential  department  functions. 

(b)  Consistent  with  the  terms  of  Section  7(a)  the  chief,  with  the  approval  of 
the  director,  may  establish  a  position  classification  system  and  a  scale  of  compensation 
for  the  various  firefighters  in  the  Department.  The  compensation  so  fixed  shall  be 
based  on  the  rank  held  by  the  firefighter,  the  length  of  service  of  the  firefighter,  the 
job  performance  of  the  firefighter,  and  the  special  technical  competence  of  the  job 
assignment  of  the  firefighter.  Any  position  pay  granted  to  a  firefighter  shall  remain  in 
effect  only  while  such  firefighter  is  in  such  position.  The  scale  of  compensation  shall 
be  required  to  apply  uniformly  to  all  firefighters  similarly  situated  and  there  shall  be 
no  decrease  in  the  firefighter's  merit  rank  and  minimum  salary  commensurate  with  the 
rank. 

Sec.  7.    Merit  promotion  system. 

(a)  There  shall  be  established  a  merit  promotion  system  which  shall  be 
administered  in  accordance  with  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  merit  board. 
This  merit  promotion  system  shall  apply  to  all  promotions  to  the  ranks  of  lieutenant, 
captain  and  district  chief.  It  shall  not  apply  to  the  appointment  of  the  chief  by  the 
director  or  to  the  appointment  of  assistant  chiefs,  deputy  chiefs  and  division  chiefs  by 
the  chief.  Within  the  limits  of  this  appendix,  the  chief,  with  the  approval  of  the  merit 
board,  shall  set  standards  for  promotion  in  conformity  with  the  most  widely  approved 
standards  of  comparable  fire  departments,  and  shall  establish  reasonable  prerequisites 
of  training,  education  and  experience  for  each  rank,  grade  and  position  in  the  depart- 
ment. 
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(b)  The  following  eligibility  requirements  are  established  for  all  individuals 
seeking  promotion  within  the  Department:

In  determining  years  of  service  for  promotion  eligibility  to  the  next  merit

<Httl miltMteUWtt MMMIWiMU  shall  be  considered.  The  Merit  Board  shall  resolve 
any  issue  relating  to  the  determination  of  a  firefighter's  years  of  service.  A  member 
shall  be  promoted  only  to  the  next  highest  rank. 

(c)  The  Merit  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  Chief  of  the  Department, 
shall  establish  process  phases  and  procedures  for  use  in  selecting  candidates  for  pro- 
motion to  the  various  ranks.  The  Board  may  use  the  services  of  professional  con- 
sultants from  outside  the  Department  to  assist  in  developing  and  administering  the 
process.  The  process  phases  shall  be  established  in  conformity  with  standard  psych- 
ometric procedures,  federal  and  state  guidelines  relating  to  selecting  methods,  equal 
employment  opportunity  laws,  and  generally  accepted  standards  for  fire  departments. 
Weightings  of  the  components  of  the  process  shall  be  established  by  the  department, 
using  the  services  of  professional  consultants  prior  to  the  inception  of  the  process 
with  the  acceptance  of  the  merit  board.  The  process  may  include  such  phases  as  a 
written  examination,  structured  interviews,  performance  evaluations,  and /or  assess- 
ment center  techniques,  as  structured  to  accommodate  the  various  rank  levels. 

(d)  Promotions  shall  be  made  by  the  Chief  of  the  Department  with  the 
approval  of  the  Merit  Board.  Such  promotions  shall  be  made  to  position  vacancies 
identified  by  the  Chief  and  designated  to  be  filled  by  the  Chief  and  the  Director  of 
Public  Safety.  In  making  final  selections  for  promotion,  the  Chief  shall  promote  the 
candidate  MHtkM  I1M  HmMit  IMH*iimi+l  NMM  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  and 
Merit  Board,  is  best  qualified  for  the  position  based  on  such  considerations  as  the 
cumulative  score  on  the  merit  selection  procedure,  the  qualifications  of  the  candidate 
for  promotion,  and  community  and  legal  obligations  of  the  department  and  the  city. 
The  merit  board  shall  establish  guidelines,  policies  and  procedures  for  the  admini- 
stration of  the  promotion  process,  and  such  guidelines,  policies  and  procedures  shall  be 
posted  in  all  Indianapolis  Fire  Department  work  sites  and  a  copy  provided  the  public" 
safety    committee    of   the  city-county  council  prior  to   the  inception   of  the   process. 

(e)  All  promotions  to  the  ranks  of  lieutenants,  captain  and  district  chief  shall 
be  made  in  accordance  with  this  merit  system,  without  regard  to  a  candidate's  political 
party  preference  or  activities.  Any  member  of  the  department  who  personally  or 
thorough  any  other  person  solicits  any  member  of  the  merit  board  to  favor  his  pro- 
motion shall  be  thereby  rendered  ineligible  for  any  such  promotion. 
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(f )     There  shall  be  no  acting  or  temporary  ranks. 

Sec.  8.     Evaluations. 

The  chief,  with  the  approval  of  the  merit  board,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the 
personnel  branch,  shall  formulate  and  establish  a  system  for  the  evaluation  of  the 
performance  of  each  member  of  the  department.  The  personnel  branch  shall  maintain 
a  record  of  all  the  evaluations  of  each  member  under  this  system. 

Sec.  9.     Discipline. 

(a)  The  fire  chief  shall  have  the  ultimate  authority  to  discipline  all  members  of  the 
fire  department.  However,  that  authority  may  be  delegated  by  the  chief  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  contained  in  this  section.  The  authority  of  the  chief  to  discipline 
shall  be  subject  only  to  the  firefighter's  right  of  appeal  to  the  fire  merit  board  as 
provided  herein. 

(b)  All  disciplinary  matters  within  the  department  shall  be  based  on  one  or 
more  of  the  following  infractions: 

(1)  Violation  of  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order  of  the  department; 

(2)  Any  breach  of  discipline; 

(3)  Insubordination; 

(4)  Neglect  of  duty; 

(5)  Immoral  conduct; 

(6)  Conduct  unbecoming  a  firefighter; 

(7)  Substandard  performance; 

(8)  Violation,  with  the  determination  by  the  chief  of  any  federal,  state  or  local 
law ;  and 

(9)  Failure  to  cooperate  or  be  truthful. 

(c)  After  an  administrative  review  involving  the  above  infractions,  the  chief 
may  suspend,  without  a  hearing  of  any  kind  and  with  or  without  pay,  any  member  of 
the  fire  department  for  up  to  six  (6)  months.  Any  firefighter  suspended  by  the  chief 
for  greater  than  eighty  (80)  working  hours  shall  have  the  right  to  a  hearing  before  the 
fire  merit  board. 

(d)  The  delegation  by  the  chief  of  the  authority  to  discipline  shall  not  exceed 
the  following; 

(1)  any  deputy  or  assistant  chief  may  suspend  any  subordinate  firefighter  for  up 

to  a  total  of  eighty  (80)  working  hours,  with  or  without  pay,  which  suspension 
shall  be  reviewed  by  the  disciplinary  board  of  district  chiefs,  and  ultimately 
reviewed  by  the  chief.  The  suspended  firefighter  may  be  subject  to  rein- 
statement  with  pay  by  the  chief  at  any  time; 
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(2)  any  district  chief  may  suspend  any  subordinate  firefighter  for  up  to  a  total  of 

twenty-four  (24)  working  hours,  with  or  without  pay,  which  suspension  shall 
be  reviewed  by  the  disciplinary  board  of  district  chiefs,  and  ultimately  .re- 
viewed by  the  chief.  The  suspended  firefighter  may  be  subject  to  reinsta- 
tement with  pay  by  the  chief  at  any  time. 

(e)  A  disciplinary  board  of  district  chiefs,  referred  to  in  this  section  as  the 
disciplinary  board,  shall  assist  the  chief  in  departmental  disciplinary  matters.  The 
board  shall  be  subordinate  and  advisory  to  the  chief  an  shall  consist  of  three  (3) 
member  officers  with  the  permanent  merit  rank  of  district  chief.  Board  members  shall 
be  selected  at  random  and  shall  serve  as  a  board  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  six  (6) 
months.  A  new  board  shall  be  impanelled  every  six  (6)  months.  No  district  chief  shall 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  board  in  consecutive  six  (6)  months  periods.

The  evidence  before 
the  merit  board  shall  consist  of  the  findings  of  fact  and  recommendations 
of  the  disciplinary  board  of  district  chiefs,  if  such  disciplinary  board  is 
convened,  the  written  charges  are  the  determination  of  the  fire  chief 
upon  those  charges,  and  any  other  evidence  requested  by  the  merit 
board,  presented  by  the  aggrieved  firefighter,  or  presented  by  the  chief. 

(3)  Any  firefighter  appealing  any  decision  of  the  chief  shall  be  given  notice  at 
least  fifteen  (15)  calendar  days  prior  to  the  hearing  before  the  merit 
board. 

(4)  The  appealing  firefighter  may  be  represented  by  legal  counsel  before  the 
merit  board  and  the  chief  shall  be  represented  by  the  corporation  counsel 
or  his  designee. 

(5)  The  merit  board  may  fully  or  partially  affirm  or  completely  reverse  any 
portion  of  the  chief's  determination  which  is  appealable.  In  the  cause  of 
a  demotion,  the  merit  board  may  demote  a  firefighter  only  one  (1) 
permanent  rank  at  any  one  time.  The  merit  board  may  order  any  fire- 
fighter reinstated  with  pay  for  any  appealable  suspension.  In  addition, 
the  merit  board  may  remand  the  action  for  further  review  by  the  fire 
chief. 

(6)  After  hearing  the  evidence,  the  merit  board  shall  make  a  finding  by 
majority  vote  and  reduce  its  findings  and  decision  to  writing.  A  copy  of 
the  findings  and  decision  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  firefighter  in  question 
and  to  the  director  of  the  department  of  public  safety  and  shall  become  a 
permanent  part  of  the  firefighter's  personnel  record. 

(g)  For  the  purpose  of  all  hearings  before  the  chief,  the  disciplinary  board  of 
district  chiefs,  and  the  merit  board,  each  respectively  shall  have  subpoena  power  enforce- 
able by  the  circuit  or  superior  court. 

(h)  Any  member  of  the  fire  department  may,  following  a  decision  of  the  merit 
board,  file  a  verified  petition  in  the  superior  or  circuit  court  of  the  county  for  a  review 
of  the  decision.  The  petition  for  review  shall  be  filed  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the 
written  decision  of  the  merit  board.  The  consolidated  city  shall  be  the  sole  defen- 
dant in  the  petition.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  the  summons,  the  city  shall 
cause  the  merit  board  to  file  a  complete  transcript  of  the  hearing.  The  court,  without 
jury,  shall  review  the  record  and  render  its  decision  as  in  other  administrative  reviews. 
The  clerk  of  the  court  shall  send  a  copy  of  the  court's  decision  to  the  department  of 
public  safety  and  the  appealing  firefighter.  Either  party  may  appeal  the  decision  of  the 
court. 

SECTION  2.  (a)  The  express  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of 
any  other  ordinance,  or  part  thereof,  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabilities  accrued, 
penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 
Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and  penalties  shall  be  imposed 
and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had  not  been 
adopted. 
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(b)  An  offense  committed  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  under  any 
ordinance  expressly  or  impliedly  repealed  or  amended  by  this  ordinance,  shall  be  pros- 
ecuted and  remains  punishable  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this 
ordinance  had  not  been  adopted. 

SECTION  3.  Should  any  provision,  section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause,  or  any  portion 
of  this  ordinance  be  declared  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid  for  any 
reason,  the  remaining  provisions  shall  not  be  affected  unless  such  remaining  provisions 
cannot,  without  the  invalid  provision  or  provisions,  be  given  the  effect  intended  by  the 
council  in  adopting  this  ordinance.  To  this  end,  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
severable. 

SECTION  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  adoption  and  com- 
pliance with  IC  36-3-4-14. 

There  being  no  further  business  for  the  Fire  Special  Service  District  Council,  the 
President  reconvened  the  City-County  Council  at  9:06  p.m. 


NEW  BUSINESS 

President  SerVaas  stated  that  at  the  November  24,  1986,  meeting  of  the  Council,  he 
indicated  that  the  calendar  needed  to  be  cleared  for  preparation  of  the  new  year. 
Sponsors  of  the  proposals  listed  as  pending  were  contacted,  and  it  appears  that 
numerous  items  can  be  stricken. 

Councillor  Miller  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Journey,  to  strike  all  previously 
pending  proposals  except  Proposal  Nos.  352  and  718,  1986. 

Councillor  Durnil  explained  that  he  and  Councillor  Strader  consented  to  striking 
Proposal  No.  42,  1986,  (requests  that  a  program  be  prepared  whereby  the  youth 
have  the  opportunity  to  display  their  automobiles  in  a  safe  and  organized  manner); 
however,  the  sponsors  will  still  attempt  to  pursue  the  issue  and  will  try  to  com- 
municate to  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation. 

Consent  was  given  to  strike  all  pending  proposals  except  Proposal  Nos.  352  and 
718,  1986. 

[Clerk's  note:  The  actual  proposal  numbers  which  were  stricken  were  Proposal  No. 
431,  1985,  Proposal  Nos.  42,  57,  81,  122,  187,  194,  241,  423,  522,  525,  617,  and 
690,  1986.1 
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Councillor  West  moved  to  discuss  Proposal  No.  773,  1986,  in  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole. 

Mr.  Robert  Elrod,  General  Counsel,  explained  that  current  regulations  require 
$500,000  of  liability  insurance  for  taxis.  He  added  that  the  regulations  were 
adopted  in  July  of  1986;  therefore,  the  Controller  should  currently  require  that 
amount  of  liability  insurance  for  taxis. 

Councillor  Borst  noted  that  the  Council  should  have  voted  to  suspend  the  rules  to 
consider  discussion  on  Proposal  No.  773,  1986. 

President  SerVaas  remarked  that  he  encouraged  Councillor  West  to  present  the 
discussion  this  evening  in  consideration  that  the  new  regulations  were  placing 
financial  difficulties  on  the  smaller  taxi  companies. 

The  President  ruled  that  the  Ayes  carried  unanimously  to  suspend  the  rules  to 
consider  discussion  on  Proposal  No.  773,  1986. 

Councillor  West  briefly  reviewed  Proposal  No.  773. 

Councillor  Curry  stated  that  the  problem  of  increased  liability  insurance  required 
the  previous  ordinance  approved  in  July  of  1986  has  been  discussed  by  the  Admin- 
istration Committee.  Councillor  Curry  moved  to  divide  the  question  on  Sec. 
17-650  (b)  to  adopt  the  portion  of  Proposal  No.  773,  1986,  which  concerns  liabil- 
ity insurance  for  taxis.  Councillors  Journey  and  Giffin  seconded,  the  motion  which 
carried  by  Consent. 

Councillor  Curry  moved,  seconded  by  Councillor  Journey,  for  adoption  on  Sec. 

1 7-650  (b).

CITY-COUNTY  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  133,  1986 

A  GENERAL  ORDINANCE  amending  Chapter  17  of  the  "Code  of  Indianapolis  and 
Marion  County,  Indiana". 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  CITY-COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS  AND  OF  MARION  COUNTY,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  The  "Code  of  Indianapolis  and  Marion  County,  Indiana"  specifically, 
Chapter  17,  Article  XIX,  Section  17-650,  Liability  insurance,  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  the  language  underscored  and  deleting  the  language  crosshatched  in  subsection 
(b)  to  read  as  follows: 

(b)  Each  taxi  licensee  under  this  article  shall  maintain  in  effect  at  all  times  the 
public  liability  insurance  required  by  subsection  (a),  which  will  indemnify  anyone 
injured  by  any  of  the  licensee's  drivers  or  by  anyone  operating  any  of  the  licensee's  taxis 
The  liability  insurance  shall  be  not  less  than  WMmfflitWMMmtlttMUtlimmiWM 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($1000,000.00)  combined  limit  coverage  for  personal 
injury  and  property  damage  beginning  in  calendar  year  1987,  and  three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ($300,000.00)  combined  limit  coverage  for  personal  injury  and  property 
damage  beginning  in  1989. 

SECTION  2.  (a)  The  expressed  or  implied  repeal  or  amendment  by  this  ordinance  of 
any  other  ordinance  or  part  of  any  other  ordinance  does  not  affect  any  rights  or  liabil- 
ities accrued,  penalties  incurred,  or  proceedings  begun  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance.  Those  rights,  liabilities,  and  proceedings  are  continued,  and  penalties  shall  be 
imposed  and  enforced  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this  ordinance  had 
not  been  adopted. 

(b)  An  offense  committed  before  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  under  any 
ordinance  expressly  or  impliedly  repealed  or  amended  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  pros- 
ecuted and  remains  punishable  under  the  repealed  or  amended  ordinance  as  if  this 
ordinance  had  not  been  adopted.
